OSEPH PAMELIUS, an Ingeni- 
ous Man, has compofed fome Dialogues, in 
one of which he declaims mightily againft 
* Prefaces in general; but particularly 

againft thofe who make ‘em. He complains 
among other Things, of certain Writers that 
{pend their Lives in compofing unprofitable Books, 
not to fay foolifh ones, and make a fhew of thofe 
Trifles in their Prefaces, with as grave an Air, 
as if they were treating of the moft important 
Matters in the World. He cannot bear, for 
Example, the Treatifes of Mufonius, azd Lau- 
rentius, De Meretricibus Veterum. Favorinus 
and Manaplius are infupportable to him, when 
they bethink themfelves to make an Encomium 
os a Quartan Ague. He laughs at Allatius, 
the Modern + Appion, for tormenting himfelf 
to find out Homer's Country, &c. And the

Prefaces of thefe Sorts of Authors are, in his 
Opinion, more ridiculous than the ny dank oe them- 
felves , becaufe they fbew that they have. eme 
ploy'd a great deal of Time with Deliberation, 
to think on thofe Things that were not worth 
their Attention; and which could not be made 
tolerable by thofe that produced ’em, but by 
excufing themfelves, on Account of a fudden 
Whim, in fome unexpected Occafion. 
Tho the Authors that have {pent fome Part. 
of their Leifure, on thefe Recreations of Lite- 
rature, do not deferve that fevere Cenfure, we 
mul? confe(s that it is grounded upon fome Rea- 
fon. One might hearken to that Critick, if his 
contraditling Humour, did not make him place in 
the Rank of defpicable Books, feveral Works which. 
are very agreeable, and very ufeful ; as among 
others, are thofe Hiftorical Relations, which 
are publifh'd under the Title of VOYAGES. 
°Tis in vain for him to fay, that all thefe Books 
are filled with Fables; and that we fhall 
not find one in a Thoufand of ‘em, that is 
approved of by the Nations whofe Countries 
and Manners are fo defcribed , for want of 
Travellers not having a fufficient Knowledge 
of both; and becaufe that they are alfo often 
willing to difguife Things. Avery one fees the, 
Anfwers, that may be made to thefe Reflections, 
which, if they were juft, would be deftructive of 
all. Works imaginable ; fince Nothing can be per- 
(ett... He that travels to fee the World ; to con- 
fider the different Objects in it ; to reprefent,

good Choice of ; and to Difcourfe of ’em judici- 
oufly, always according to the moft exact Truth > 
If this Traveller is a Learned Man; if he is an 
Univerfal Scholar ; If be as Mafler of the brigh- 
teft Parts; he meets in his Travels, the moft 
favourable Opportunity of exerting ’em ail ; and 
the Relation he will give of ’em, let our Cri- 
tick fay what he will, may deferve a very great 
Efteem, notwithftanding perhaps fome Defects, 
But befides, as it is not juft to expect that the 
Productions of Men of Letters, fhould be ak of 
equal Value, fo ‘tis no more reafonable to deprive 
"em of the Ufe of Prefaces, upon any Occafton 
whatfoever. If what they write us not abfolutely 
bad, or altogether not worth Printing (as cer- 
tainly the little Treatijes fo much defpifed by 
the Author of whom I am fpeaking, are not) it 
would be with Injuftice that we fhould be wile

this Edition had been too much different by thofe 
Alterations, from the preceding ones. Among 
the Things that are added in this; fome Per- 
fons to whom I communicated thefe Additions 
before they were printed, told me that accord- 
ing to their Opinion, {ome of ‘em were above 
the Sphere of thefe Sorts of Books ; efpecéally 
certain Theological Matters.

I add, that it 1s the fame Thing with Relations, 
even tho they fhould appear in another Form 
than that of Letters. The moft judicious Tra- 
welers have not forgot to [peak of the Religion 
of different Nations which they have vifited ; 
And as they have had the juft Liberty to fill 
their Memoirs both with thofe Matters, and 
whatever elfe prefented it feif to their Eyes, or 
to their Knowledge, fo coud they alfo reafonably 
publi(h thofe very Memoirs, in which thefe fe- 
veral Things bave been taken Notice of upon 
every Opportunity that offerd it feif, during 
their Travels. 

But to return to Letters, we muft ftill fay, 
that many Perfons do not enough obferve the 
very great Difference that they ought, to make 
between the Defcription of a Country mre the 
Familiar, and free Relation, that a Traveller 
gives of that Country in his Letters, without 
undertaking any Sort of Treatife, or Differtation. 
A Defcription, én the firft Place, requires us to 
forget Nothing that deferves Obfervation in the 
Subjeck we pretend to defcribe ; and fecondly, 
it does not permit us to deviate from the fame 
Subje. But the Advertifements that are to 
be feen from the Beginning, at the Top of thefe 
two Volumes, never promifed any Detcription 
that a Traveller who makes but a little Stay 
in the Places that he vifits, might not reafo- 
nably undertake, I communicate, as I am tra- 
velling, to thofe whom I write to, what Tbings 
foever I meet with, that are either Remarkable 
or

or diverting; but without tying my felf up 
from mentioning any other Things to ’em in 
my Letters, but thefe; as alfo without obliging 
my felf to entertain em with every Thing that 
‘could be met with in the Places through which 
I pafs. So that, they would do a Thing as lit- 
tle reafonable in pretending to regulate, or (et 
down the Subjets of my Entertainment in my 
Letters, as if they fhould take upon ’em to enter 
into the Knowledge of other Sorts of Converfa- 
tions which I might have with the Perfons whom 
I converfe with : Aud it ought to be fuficient 
for the Reader to make it accept of what is com- 
municated to him by a Traveller, that hw Let- 
ters contain nothing but what i true, and more 
or lefs deferving Attention ; provided that his 
principal Defign (conformable to the Title of 
his Book) be to relate fingular Matters of Fatt, 
that the Opportunity of Travelling has furnifi'd 
him with.

Fatal Words. What our Ideas are upon this me- 
dancholy Subjett, and our Deftres for the com- 
mon Good (without ever having any Thought to 
difpleafe any Body) the Reader may fee it, in the 
Pages 327, and 328, of the SecondVolume. 
_ After {peaking of the Alterations and Addi- 
tions, Z will not diffemble the Matter,I could wil- 
lingly have retrench’d entirely feveral Things, 
which appear to me now not to be very neceffary: 
But one muf? obferve that thefe Retrenchments 
cannot be made, after a Book has had a certain 
bappy Courfe,e[pecially when there has been feve- 
ral Impreffions of it, and in different Tongues. 
The Publifher may take away what he plea- 
Jes in one Edition, but be cannot abfolutely fup- 
prefs the fame , becaufe it till remains in an 
other ; and fome will have what is retrench'd, 
whether good or bad, rejecting the Editions in 
which thofe Things aré wanting, as being im- 
perfet. Thefe Volumes then muft go on in their 
Way, very wear as they have began, If fome 
Comptrollers fay, that my beft had been to let 
it alone as it was the firft Time, I will not 
much contradiét them, in that Opinion, And 
truly [ can fafely afirm, that 1 fhould never 
have toucled it more (my Mind being now em- 
ploy'd in other Thoughts,) if Thad not been much 
follicited by Perfons particularly concerned in 
it; and if I had not found pare Hours enough 
for thefe Amufements, in a Country Retirement 
which kept me fome Time far from Londons 

and my Study. ae 
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To th READERS ae: 
Some fenfible Perfous that faw the Proofs of . 
this Edition as they were printed, told me 
that they did mot approve of my filling the 
Pages with fo great a Number of marginal 
Notes; and as this Critical Remark may be 
made by ethers, it mill be proper to anfwer 
it bere. Thofe Perfons fay, that thefe Notes — 
are troublefom, becaufe they turn away the 
Reader’s Attention, and interrupt the Thread 
of the Dilcourfe ; and I own it is true: But 
however if this Reafon was to prevail, it might 
be oljecied againft all the Books, whofe Num- 
ber. is infinite , in which the like Notes are 
placed, to enrich the Text, and to clear up 
the. Difficulties of it. Ihe Efteeim, and good 
Uje that is daily made of fo many Commenta- 
ries, as well on the Bible, as ow other Books, 
do not agree with this Complaint : And in vain 
would they fay that thefe Notes are Proper, 
when they are not made by the Author himfelf ; 
for it is.quite the Contrary. It's cértatu that 
the Conjectures of our Moderns have fpoil’d 
the Works of tke Ancients, without excepting 
the Sacred Books themfelves. If we could dif- 
cover now adays fome Original Manufcripts- of 
Tacitus, or. of Horace ; of Mofes, or of Ef- 
dras, with Abundance of Remarks of their own 
making, our Cenfurers would not certainly take 
a. Fancy to object that all thefe Remarks would — 
be troublefom and perplexin to the Readers ra 
at leaft, we may fay, thatt nue uch 
in the Wrong, to talk fo: Cif ‘be Com rifon 
is not juft in the Perfous, it i fo in the 
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- ‘To th READER? 
and in the. Manner.) Taflo has publifl’d fome 
Pieces of hs Poetry, with bis own Commenta- 
ries. Ménage has done the fame Thing, in 
bs Amenitates Juris : dad Mr. Bayle bas put 
‘Annotations upon Annotations in bis Hiftorical 
Didionary. Oue may have good Things to fay 
upon a Subject, which how good foever they might 
be, would make the Difcourfe languifhing, and 
diffufed, if introduced as by Force into it ; but 
they may. be placed judicioufly in the Margin, 
where the Reader finds "em, and makes ufe of 
‘em with Pleafure. There are fome Books. that 
are not bad, but becanfe their Authors could 
not have the Heart to lofe fome Thoughts, or 
Fails which appearing to them to be worthy of 
a Place. in their Works, they have put them- 
Jelves under a Necefity of introducing them in- 
to the Body of the Book, inftead of placing them 
in the Margin, Let us fay then, that indeed 
there are fome little Inconveniencies in the Ufe 
of Commentaries, but let it be acknowledged at 
the famé Time that it i juft fo iu almoftevery 
Thing we do, and even in thofe that are really 
neceffary, For certainly it is very troublefome to 
pull off our Cloaths every Night, and to put them 
on again every Morning : Eating and Drinking 
Jo frequently is another Work very troublefome, 
that takes up a great Deal of Time, and Pains. 
Neverthele/s we do not conclude from thefe Difi- 
culties, that we muft make a fhift without the/e 
inevitable Things : More or Le{s do not alter 
Maxims. But befides, I have another Aunfwer 
(which is unanfwerable) to make to thofe that 
Te i a2 are 
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To th READER. 
are afraid of being troubled with the Annota- 
tions they will find here: "Tis inaWord, that 
they need only to let ’em alone ; which is in- 
deed eafy to be done. The Difcourfe is complear, 
and coberent in the Letters; let *em then read 
only the Letters, if they have a Mind to read 
’em ; and let ’em let alone the Notes, if they 
wont have ‘em. As J have obferved for fome 
Time pafs'd, that young Travellers have made 
ufe of this Relation, I own I have fome Times 
put, on purpofe for ‘em, certain Things in the 
Margin, which I fhould have negletted, had I - 
only had a Regard to other Readers. 

Thofe that do mot underftand Latin,complain alfo 
of their finding too much of it here; bur it would 
not be reafonable that thofe that do underftand 
it, frould lofe what I communicate to em, be- 
caufe others donot know how to make Ufe of it. 
There are fome Pieces which I have tranflated: 
but I bave left the greateft Part of thofe, whofe 
Grace confifts no lefs in the Expreffion than in the 
Thought. 

As for thofe Quotations from the Greek and 
Latin Poets, which feveral offer to introduce in 
great Numbers, into their Writings, there are 
but very few of ’em to be found in thefe Let- 
ters. Mr. Menage calls them Eruditions : And 
* Gabriel Naudé, who alfo holds, as every one

One may indeed make an agreeable 
Ue enough of fome Allegations of this Nature, 
We are not difpleafed to (hew that fome learned 
and famous Men of the Old Ages, have thought 
aswe do. And when their Expreffions are firoug 
and happy, they ferve by Way of Ornament to 
ours, provided we cite ‘em but very {paringly, 
and much a-propos. Bab as for Authority, they 
have none at all; Tis a falfe and even a dan- 
gerous Imagination. In Things that are Matters 
‘of Fact, the more Witneffes there are, the more 
Proofs there are; and then, the Witneffes are

4s I am far from having a perfect Knowledge

I will not trouble the Reader with an Ac- 
count of the Reafons that oblige me to fuffer 
this little Work to appear in Publick: But, 
perhaps, it will not be improper to inform 
him, why I thought fit to fend it abroad in 
its native Drefs. The Style of the Letters 
being concife, free, and familiar, was alfo in 
all refpects moft fuitable to my Defign.

So that if it be objected, that I have for-— 


got to mention feveral Things that deferv’d to 
be taken notice of , I fhall content my felf 
with making this fhort Reply, that, He who 
Promifes nothing, cannot be juftly accus’d 
of Forgetting any thing.

liar Letters, in which I do not in the leaft 


oblige my felf to infert all that might be faid 
of the Places mention’d in ’em : Only I relate 
what I have feen or heard from Perfons of 
unqueftion’d Credit; and, in fhort, what I 
thought fit to mention. 

If it be further pretended, that I treat of 
fome Things which were generally known

from the Relations of others; or, that I give 
a quite different Account of the fame Subjects 
that they have reprefented, before I {poke of 
‘em. And tho’! could not wholly omit fome 
Paflages that had been formerly taken no- 
tice of by other Authors, without fpoiling the 
Connexion of the Parts of my Work, and de- 
priving the future Traveller of Part of the 
_ Advantage which I hope he may receive from 
it; yet, upon a careful Examination, it will 
be found that many of my Obfervations are 
really New in all Refpedts. 

_ IT could not leave the Places thro’ which I 
paft on the Road, without examining and en- 
quiring into the moft remarkable Things that 
were to be found in ‘em, and without giv- 
ing fome Account of ’em.

take the fame Voyage :. And therefore I have 
inferted feveral Paflages in thofe Letters,which 
I did not think fit to mention, when they were 
only directed to particular friends: And, in 
Purfuance of the fame Defign, [have fubjoin’d 
an Appendix at the End of the Book,containing 
Advices, or Juftructions to a Traveller. 

To fatisfie the Defires of thofe with whom 
I entertain‘d a Carrefpondence during my Tra- 
vels, I was fored to give ’em an Account of 
every Thing that I obferv’d, without omitting 
even the leaft confiderable.

Jers being perfuaded, that they fhall find there 
an infinite Number of furprizing Rarities, go 
thither with a Refolution to admire every 
Thing they meet.;, And all the Rslesions we 
a ave 
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have of it, feem to have been defign’d for 


Panegyricks. The Fame of that Part of 
the World has been rais‘d fo high, and fo 


-ftrongly eftablifh’d, that ’tis efteem’d an uil- 


pardonable Crime to leffen. its Reputation. 
The Grandour, for Example, and the almoft 
infinite Magnificence of the celebrated City 
of Rome, with the ancient Charms of Baje 
and Capua, infpire the Generality of Mankind 
with a Veneration fora few Pieces of Marble, 
which are the only Remainders of their Ru- 
ines; tho ’tis certain, that thofe Places, if we 
confider “em in their prefent Condition, are 
not at all preferable to a vaft Number of 
others, which are not fo much as taken no- | 
tice of in the World. But there is alfo ano- 
ther Reafon, which doubtlefs contributes very 
much to confirm Travellers in their Prejudi- 
ces; and that is, the ufual manner in’ which 
the /talians {peak of every Thing in their 
Country. ’Tis certain, that the People of that — 
Nation have fo much Fire in their Imagina> 
tion, and their Phrafes are naturally fo ftrong 
and fignificative, that they are oftentimes apt 
to fpeak of Things with too much Force. *Tis 
true, they have many Soft and Gay, not to 
fay Apifh and Childifh Expreffions; but when 
they change their Style, they are apt to run 
tothe other Extream, and, on a fudden, lofe 
themfelves in wild and unnatural Hyperboles. 
This Humour of the /talians by degrees i in- 
feats thofe Strangers who refide among *em,

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ces, prompts *em to make long and lofty Dif- 
courfes on the moft inconfiderable Subjects, 
The Obfervation of this Fault in others, made 
me very careful to avoid falling into the fame 
Errors: I examin’d Things coolly, and fuf-

fer'd thofe perpetual Admirers to evaporate: 


in fublime Figures, and Exclamations of Won- 
der, without regarding their pompous and 
fuperlative Expreilions. But tho’ I had not the 
Complaifance to admire every Thing which 
they extoll’d, I hope I fhall not have the 
Misfortune to be accus’d of being poflets’d 
/with a Prejudice, oppofite to that which I 
blamein others; for the equitable Reader 
will eafily perceive, that I take Pleafure to do 
Juftice to thofe Things, as well as to thofe

I wrote thefe Letters without confulting 
the Authors who have treated of the fame

But it is true, that in the 
Opportunity which prefents it felf to ’em in 
the Courts of Princes, to obferve certain Cir- 
cumftances, and even, fometimes, new and 
fingular Adventutes, they may make Ufe of 
thefe Sorts of Things, by the skilful and ju- 
dicious Applications, which they may make 
of ’em. But thofe Strokes, that ought to be 
very delicate, are not always perceiv’d ; and 
as every body does not fee em, it often hap- 
pens, that thofe whom we had ‘in View, in 
our fecret Cenfure; either do’ riot really feel 
any Thing of what touches ’em; or elfe, 
they make as if they did fot perceive 
it; fo that one may fay, in both Refpects,;

who is always. Frowning and Gaping till he 
has received the Zeffons, or the Fulio’s that 
are ufually givenhim. Who fhall impartially 
confider this, will, I hope, in fome meafure 
be contented with what f have been able to 
give him, and will not upbraid me with Re- 
proaches, which would be the more unjuft, 
becaufe if I have made no better Advantage 
of the Libraries which I have feen, I am the 
greateft Lofer. Neither will they draw an’ 
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I have made, and of which I fpeak pofitively, 
as if I could not be better inform’d of one 
Thing than of another. There are fome Things 
that muft be fought after to know them, and 
that, with Care and Pains; there are fome 
that muft be enquird after, but that are 
eafily found ; and there are others, that offer 
themfelves to View, fo that one has no other 
Trouble than to look upon them. ‘Tis true, 
that I have fcarce pry’d into the firft, for 
want of Time, and other requifite Means; 
but it was eafie for me to come to the Know- 
ledge of feveral of the others; and above all, 
to confider and to defcribe what has pre- 
fented it felf to my View. For this Reafon 
I carefully made a Diftindion in the Begine 
ing of this Book, between a Defcription and 
a Relation. 

As to what relates to the Manners and 
Cuftoms of People, ’tis plain, that if one 
defigns to do them Juftice, and to fpeak no- 
thing of them but the Truth, he muft have 
had much Converfation with thofe of whom 
he undertakes to {peak ; and above all, if he 
intends to defcend to Particulars. That which 
has made me very circumf{pedt, and very clofe 
upon this Point, is the ill Judgment that I 
fee many People have made in the Relations 
they have publifhd. For example, If one 
fhould ask Dr. Sprat, ( Bifhop of Rochefter, ) 
about what Sordiere hath faid of the Manners 
of the Englifh, and of feveral other Things 
which that Traveller hath obfervd in 
ahs fae > ow it ‘ andy 
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laud, fie would fay, that that Man fancies 
Chimera’s, and knows not moft times what 
he fays. - And if one fhould ask J. 4, what 

# In bis Sure-he thinks of what D. P. Heyliv hath > writ 
wy of Frances of the Cuftoms of the Frezch, he would have 
ftill a lefs Efteem of him than the Dr. had of 
the other. © To fpeak fincerely, ’tis pity that 
that Man , who is otherwife Learned, and 
deferves good Efteem, fhould be fo blinded 
with innate Prejudice againft the French, that 
he conceives but wrong Notions of “em. He 
judges of every Thing that is done in France 
by what he finds upon. his Arrival at Diepe : 
and his Antipathy being conftantly working 
on him, like a burning and raging Fever, 
\ one may fee that it is againft his Nature, 
when he is forced to fpeak well-even of thofe 
who have done him Kindnefles; and that he — 
isin his Element, when in general, and ac- 
cording to his Cuftom, he fpeaks ill of all. 
Inever met with any Man fo terrible upon 
this Point, tho’ at the fame time, I have feen 
few People but who are fick of the fame Di- 
ftemper when they come to {peak of the Man- 
ners and Cutloms of Foreign Nations. 1 dare 
fay, that the Silence which I have almoft al- - 
ways obferved upon this Point, does not pro- 
ceed from the Fear I have had of the ill Ef- - 
fects of my Prejudice, being, I believe, as 
much upon my Guard, as any Man can be, 
againft that Enemy of Reafon and Truth ; 
and my Exile having on the other Hand made 
me. fenfible enough, that I have no’ parti- 
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cular Country here below : But I thoughe, 
that not having had Time enough to confi- 
der thofe Sorts of Things attentively, I could 
not undertake to fpeak much of them with- 
out running the Rifque of falling into many 
Miftakes. . 
I am alfo upbraided with other Neglects: 
I have fcarce met with any Body but who has 
told me, that I had forgot fomething very 
remarkable; or that I have {poke very indif- 
ferently of fome Things that deferved great 
Praifes. I anfwer'd thofe People, Fér/?, that 
I had forgot nothing at all, feeing I had not 
undertaken any Defcription, as I have already 
given notice enough: And, Secondly, I have 
reprefented to them, that it was none of my 
Fault if their Fancy was fo deprav'd as to look 
upon common Things as if they were fo many 
Wonders. Thus, when a German of Frankfort 
feem‘d to me to be very much furprized, that 
-I had taken no Notice of the new Lutheran 
Church there; and that a Swi/s of Berz tefti- 
fied as great a Surprize, that I had not made 
the leaft Mention of the Sculptures on the 
Portal of the great Church there, fo much 
admird by the Zhirteen-Cantons : | told the 
Firft, that if I had been obliged to mention all 
the Edifices that I had feen, which much fur- 
pafled the Lutheran Church at Frankfort, both 
in Largenefs and Magnificence, I muft have 
-enlarg’d my Book to feveral Volumes: And I 
defird the other to confider, that thofe Scul- 
‘ptures that the common People of Spi 
| an 
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land extol fo much, were but in very little 
Efteem with People who underftand thefe 
Things. . Every one commonly has a good 
Opinion of what is his own, and of what he 
has at Home; of what he has admir’d, of 
heard to be admird from his Infancy : Or, one 
praifes that which he knows to be moft de- 
ferving , without informing himfelf if there 
be any other Thing more Praife-worthy, than 
what he knows. Thus, a Clown, who has 
never been out of his poor Cottage, fancies 
that the old ruin’d Caftle of the Lord of the 
Mannor, and the old Tapeftry which has hung 
there an hundred and fifty Years, in fpite of 
Rats and Spiders, are the fineft Things in the 
World. It is not the fame with a Man who 
hath been a little abroad.. When one has feen 
many Things of the fame Nature: he takes no 
notice of fome of them, and fpeaks of others 
by the juft Comparifon he makes of them to- 
gether. If I fhould praife the Churches of Axzz- 
werp fo very much, where fhould I find Terms 
for thofe of Rome and Naples > One muft there- 
fore diftribute Praifes according to the diffe- 
rent Merit: He who never faw a Steeple but 
that of his own Village, muft not fay, that 
it is the highef in the whole World. 

Some People have alfo faid, that there are 


~ many Things in this Relation, which, accor- 


ding to their Judgment, are not fo important 
as to deferve to be mention’d. I thought I. 
had faid enough in the Preface, that precedes 
this, to prevent this Objection; but I defire

the Reader to read what I have further added, 
to remove thefe Cenfures, in my Letter to 
Mr. Waring at the End of the Firft Volume. 
_ Mott of the young Gentlemen who are fent 
by their Parents into /taly, are Children who 
think mote of Eating, Playing, and Sleeping, 
than to enquire much about Rarities. Thofe 
who are of that Humour need:no other Ad- 
vice but this, to carry good Wine, a Bed, and 
Cards along with them; or rather, not to go 
from Home, where they can have all thofe 
Things more conveniently than in any other 
Place. But there are fome others who are of 
a much different Difpofition; who love to in-

I fhall only tell the Reader here, that 

I was deceived with O/aas Magnus, and fome 

others, when I gave the Name of Zorn, in the 

firft Edition of this Book, to that which was 

really the Zoorh of a Fith. For 1 don't think 

that Camerarius is inthe right, to imbrace the 

Opinion of Bodix, who believes, that the Teeth 

of the Elephant it felf ought to be eall’d Horns, 

becaufe, as he fays, their Root proceeds from 

the Brain. Therefore that Thing which is vul- 

garly cajl’d the Horn of the Unicorn, is a 

Tooth, and comes out of the Jaw-bone of a 

Fith, which is very well known in the North 

Seas, by the Name of Zewak, as Olearius fays. 

And we muft not confound this Fith with a- 
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_ nother that has a Sort of ftraight Horn in the 
middle of his Forehead, and which is defcrib’d 
by many Naturalifts and Travellers. By this 
I acknowledge the Error T have been drawn 
into, but after all, perfift in what I have al- 

ready faid, that the Unicorns are nothing 
but Chimera’s. 1 know that Mellicurs Bar- 
tholin, the Father and the Son, who are 
equally Curious and Learned, have endea- 
vour'd to prove the Exiftence of that Ani- 
mal, and I have confiderately read what they 
have writ of it. But, I hope, they ll give me 
leave to fay the fame of their Proofs and Rea- 
fons, as I have taken the Liberty to fay of 
thofe of Blondel againft the She-Pope.

with fine fquare Delft Tiles. All the Glafs- 
Windows fhine like Cryftal: Every Window 
hath its Shutters, which being ufually painted 
red or green, make altogether a Mixture moft 
pleafant to the Sight. . 

The Streets are fo clean, that the Women 
walk abroad in Slippers allthe Year. The Ca- 
nals are often adorn’d with two Rows of Trees, 
which make a delightful Shade, and a lovely 
Walk on each fide of the Streets. This is, in 
fome meafure, a general Idea, not only of the 
Cities, but alfo of the Towns'and Villages ; 
for the fame Order and Neatnefs is to be feen 
throughout. 

The moft ufual way of Travelling, is by the 
Canals, and nothing can be more convenient. 
The Boats are drawn by Horfes, and go off at 
Set Hours.

It boafts to have given Birth to Laurence Coffer 
who, if you will believe them, was the firft 
Inventer of Printing. But you know, Sir, that 
Fobn Guttenburg of Strasburg, difputes that Inven- 
tion with Coffer: And that the pretended Con- 
jurer, ‘fobs Faujtus of Mentz, will give place to 
neither. And befides, this Invention is attribu- 
ted to Fobn Mantel, and to Conrad and Arnold, 
Brothers,and Burgeffes of the fame City of Mentz s 
as alfo to Peter Scheffer, Peter Gernfheim, Thomas Pe- 
terfon, Laurence Gen{on, one fecond Fobn Guttenburg, 
and feveral others. ’Tis {trange that Hiftory ‘is 
fo intricate, and entangl’d with Fables, that we 
cannot difcover the Truch of fo late a Tranf- 
adtion : but if you confider the Nature and Cir- 
-cumftances of the Thing, you will foon perceive 
the caufe of thisConfufion. For the reafon why 
we find the Names of all thofe Printers in the 
Books that were firft Printed at Haerlem, Mentz, 
Spire, Strasburg, and other places, is becaufe they 
_ were all Pargners; and thofe who contributed to 
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the Charge, refolv’'d to have a fhare in’ the 


Glory. *Tis. probable, that every one of ‘em 
claim’d the Honour of the Inyention ; and fince

Nor is the time 
of this Invention lefs uncertain than the Author : 
I verily believe, that every Year is mention’d as 
being the firft Epocha of Printing, from 1420, till 
near the end of the fame Century. ™ Coffer, as 
far as I can perceive, had the’ greateft fhare in 
the firft Invention; but neither he nor Fauflus 
was the Author of the fineft and moft ufeful 
Improvement of ic. For they engrav’d their 
Chara@ers in Wood, as it is fometimes usd 
at prefent, fo that every Plate became ufelefs, 
+ as foon asthe Impreflion was finifh’d,; fince 
the Letters cou’d not be feparated. .The way 
of Cafting Letters was not Invented till fome 
Years after; and I think the Honour of this 
Invention is almoft unanimoufly afcrib'd to 
one Fobn Mentel. Aldus Manutius, that Learned 
Venetian Printer, found out the Iralick Characters, 
which perhaps receiv’d that Name from the 
Country where they were invented. He wasal- 
fo the firft who Printed in Greek and Hebrew. I

the other Cities of Holland. 1 confefs, that af- 
ter I had feen the Haven of Rotterdam, and the 
Beauties of the Hague and Leyden, 1 was but lit- 
tle furpriz’d at the firft fight of Am/erdam: T 
found nothing there which might much diftin- 
guifh it from thofe other Cities.

© And fince you, as well as We and other Po- 
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tentates profefling the Reformed Religion, do {fo 
often, and with very good Reafon, com- 
plain of the Perfecution fuffer’d by our Bre- 
thren in thofe Countries where an Infupporta- 
ble Hierarchy has got the upper Hand ; It does 
by no means become us to fall into the fame 
Methods of Perfecuting thofe, who though 
differing from us in fome Particulars, yet ad- 
mit the Word of God for the fole Rule of 
their Faith and Manners. But it is much more 
advifeable to ufe Chriftian Forbearance and. 
Toleration towards them, that the Enemiés of 
the Reformed Religion may not have any Pre- 
tence from the Example of fuch Perfecutions 
practisd by any Reformed Potentares againft 
thofe that differ in fome things from their Sen- 


timents, to juftify their fevere and cruel Per- 


fecutions of our Reformed Brethren. 

© It feems very ftrange and furprizing to us, 
that any fhould offer to punifh others with Ba- 
nifhments, Prifons, Galleys, and Death, on 
account of their Religion, on which they think 
their eternal Salvation depends. We think 
that all Men fhould be left free to themfelves 
in thofe Matters, provided thofe who are of 
any other than of the publick Eftablifh’d Reli- 
gion do nothing that can tend to the preju- 


dice of the Commonwealth. And it appears 
D * to 
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tous, That in that Refped, there is lefs to be 
apprehended from the nabaprifts than from 
Men of any other Perfwafion, fince they car- 
ry themfelves conftantly obedient and fubmif- 
five tothe fuperiour Powers,inall things which 
they don’t think contrary to the Word of 
God. ! 
* And whereas we are inform’d that your 
Lordfhips lay three Things to their Charge. 
if. That they do not own Magiftracy to be 
agreeable to the Word of God, or the Tenour 
of the Chriftian Religion; 2dly, That they 
refufe to Swear Fidelity to the Government, 
and to confirm the Truth by their Oaths when 
cited by the Magiftrate: 3d/y, That they re- 
fufe to Defend their Country in cafe of Ne- 
ceflity. Ic appears to us, That the firft of 
thefe Accufations does not at allagree with the 
13th Article of their Confeffion of Faith, by 
which it is plain that they have other, and 
much better Sentiments of Obedience to Su- 
periours. And as to the matter of Oaths, 
fince they are of Opinion that Swearing is 
forbid them by the Word of God, and that 
their Declaration on their Veracity has the 
fame force and effect with them, as Oaths with,

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* Anabaptifis into your Confideration, and not 

* only reJeafe thofe that are in Prifon, and ab- 

* ftain from all other Punifhments, but alfo al- 

* low them, as good Subjects, to live in Péace 
under your favourable Protection. We are of 
Opinion, that you will thereby not only do 
no Prejudice, but a very great Service to your 
own State, (to which we wiih all manner 
of Profperity; ) and that we ought in this 
Cafe to obferve this Rule, To do unto others, as 
we would be done unto us. Moreover, it will be 
* very agreeable to us to hear that our Intercef- 

* fion has produc’d the wifh’deffe@ for the Re- 
* lief of thofe affli@ed People, and we fhall ac- 
* knowledge the fame on all Occafions. 

If after fo folid and determinate a Difcourfe, 
it happens, that the Inferior Courts in the fame 
Provinces, ac&t contrary to thefePrinciples ; one 
may certainly perceive, that this Diforder is the 
fruit of fome particular Intrigue, the Authors 
of which would -be feverely punifh’d, if the 
STATES were to examine the Matter.

The Opinion, which is univerfally almoft 
eftablifhed among the Proteftants, according

lieve. The greateft pare of thofe that belong 
to the Sanctuary it felf, have accuftom’d them- 
felves to treat at firft dath, fuch Matters of Fa, 
as old Women’s Tales, without entring into any 
farther Examination. But fince an opportunity 
prefents it felf here, I will freely declare, thar, 
in my opinion, “tis not fufficienc for us to have 
once poflefsd our Fancies with thefe Sorts of 
Prejudices, and afterwards to make ufe of ’em 
as certain and well eftablifh’'d Truths, For Men 
that reafon juft, ought always to have very 
ftrong and evident Reafons forthe important 
‘Matters of Fact they advance, or deny. When 
thofe, who profefs Atheifm, abfolutely deny all 
Supernatural Operation, their Condud, is in fome 
fore of manner fupportable ( altho’ they act 
rafhly) becaufetheir Negations are Confequen- 
ces of their Principles. Buc for thofe, who boaft 
themfelves to believe in God,to acknowledge his 
Providence, a his sun Renae 
ey certainly fall into a manifeft and intole-

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rable Contradiction, when they deny thefe Ope- 
rations as being impoflible ; as they make them- 
felves, at the fame Time, guilty of downright 


- Blafphemy. All the Doétors of Divinity, as they call 


em, teach in their Pulpits, and in their Schools, 
exprefly, that the Arm of God is not fhorten'd ; and 
they preach unanimoufly the Do@rine of the A4i- 
niftry of Angels, (Heb. 1.14. Pf. 34. 8. and 91. 11.) 
of thole Spiritual and Intelligent Beings, who are 
employ’d by Providence, that isto fay by God, 
to operate and perform feveral Things that He 


‘ has decreed. The Holy Spirits that ftahd before 


the Throne of God, fay thefe Divinet, are the 
Courriers, the Ambaffadors of their Almighty Ma- 
fter, and Executors of his Orders: They are 
Guides, Comforters, and Protectors of the Faithful ; 
And ’tis for this Reafon, that in our Prayers, in 
the (a) Liturgy it felf, we ask of God the Afii- 
ftance of thefe Angels ; nothing is more pofi- 
tive. *Tis upon this Account alfo, that our 
Preachers exclaim with great Zeal, againtt thofe, 
who, are infeé&ted with Sadducifm.- Befides, 
thefe Truths being fuppos’d, the Teachers own, 
that the Operations of the Holy Angels, being 
fupernatural, or independent on the Mechanifin 
of Nature, are miraculous. How thei do they 
fo eafily fall into the Ilufion of their Axiom, 
That God works no more Miracles , or to make ‘ufe 
of the Expreffion they have confecrated, THAT 
MIRACLES ARE CEASED (4) FOR EVER? 


Thofe 
(a) O Everlafting God, who haft Ordain'd iPituted the 
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Thofe of the Romifh Faétion, have fill’d their Le 
gends, without the leaft Modefty or Difcretion, 
with an innumerable number of Fables, feveral 
of which, are no lefs abfurd than untrue ; And 
we, to oppofe them, are fallen into the oppo- 


fice Extreme ; and we have carried this Excefs fo. 


far, that we had rather join with the Adodern (c) 
Fews, in maintaining, as they do, a Falfity, 
which is both manifeft and injurious to the Di- 
Vinity ; and in borrowing the wicked Arms of 
thefe Mifcreants, than to leave a Stone unturn’d, 
to oppofe the Romanifts, who are the moft trou- 
blefom of all our Enemies: ’Tis this, proba- 
bly, that is the fource of our Miftake. A Strange 
‘Thing indeed! that fo many Men of Gra- 
vity and good Senfe, fhould imagine that fuch 
a Doérine, manifeftly Scandalous and Impious, 
fhould not want Proofs ; and that it is fufficient 
for them coldly to fay, that God works no more 
Miracles without being obliged to convince 
‘thofe that hear em, by the ftrongeft Argu- 
ments, of the Truth of fo important an Hy- 
pothefis! however, tis what they ought todo. 
The pleafure I take in converfing with you by 
thefe Letters, after our wonted Familiarity and 
Freedom, has occafion’d this fmall Digreffion ; 
I hope, you will not look upon it as a Tefti- 
mony of my Belief concerning the Truth of 
the Prodigy we have been fpeaking of, for I 
keep. ty, Seam in fufpence, as to that

to determine it. But I have willingly embrac’d 


‘this opportunity that has offer’d it felf of telling 


you, that,we ought not to reject, as falfe, all 
Facts that we can naturally explain, (they un- 
doubtedly being in the Predicament of Super- 
naturals) indeclaring my felf ftrenuoufly againft 
the Libertines, who own no other Power, than 
the Power of Nature; and on the other fide, 
againft thofe that calling themfelves Chriftians, 
abandon inconfiderately one of their great Prin- 
ciples, and fall into 2 moft pernicious Error ; 
I deplore this Indolence and Blindnefs. I amalfo 
afraid, that a certain practical Atheifm, is the 
Source, or Refuge of that Incredulity we now 
a-days fee fo much in Vogue, concerning thefe 
Sorts of Things. Nothing w more miferable, and 
éontemptible, than a credulous Temper ; we ought ne- 
ver to admit of any thing for Truth, without 
having folid Proofs, and clear Reafons to con- 
vince us, But neither is it in our power to op- 
pofe our felves , by fimple and voluntary Nega- 


. tions, againft the Truth of Matters of Pa&, that 


are well attefted: we muft allow of em, without 
grounding our Negative upon our Ignorance of 
the fecret Springs; even, when we find our felves 
forced to have Recourfe to fupernatural Ways of 
Ading. We mutt yield, indeed, to the Evidence 
of Demonftrations: for, to pretend after an Ar- 
bitrary manner to fleight, and reje@ Demon- 
itration, it is a foolifh and ridiculous Temerity.

nold Bekelivs, one of che Writers of Chronicles of 
the Country has written, that one may go from 
Utrecht on foot in one Day, and vific Sixty one 
Towns or Walled Places, that are firuated up 
and down in that Neighbeurhood, I could 
wifh, that Writer had given us the Names of 
thofe Places ; for we muft always take care to 


’ exagerate Things too much: Exceffive Praifes 


generally produce Contempt for the Objedts 
we boaft of, inftead of gaining an Efteem for 
’em. Here are the very Words of Bechelius. 
Illud inter alia, fingulare G pracipuum habet Urbs 
weftra, quid in eo loco fita, @ locata eff, a quo 
digreffis unius tantum dict {patio, ad unum a fexa-

ac pervenire liberum fit. Another has written, 
that of thefe 61 Towns to which one may go, 
there are 33 of ’em that are fo near Ufrechr, 
that one may return the fame Day. 

We vificed the Remains of the Cathedral- 
Church, which was almoft entirely deftroy’d 
fome Years age by a Prodigious Tempeft. I hall 
be able to fay fomething of the furprizing Parti- 
culars of this Storm, when Iam at leifure. The 
Tower of that fame Church is very high, but not 
fo high as the People at Uirecht imagine it ; for 
they have a Notion in their Heads, that it is 
the higheft-in the World:: Thofe that have never 
been abroad, are almoft all of ’em apt to: form 
fuch wrong Judgments.  Méonconys fays , That 
they go.up to the Top of this Tower by 457 
Steps x fuppofe that one of thefe Steps. is half 
a foot high, that does not make but a: lit

more than a Third-part of the Height of the -

ples have we, that are much higher than the 
Tower at Utrecht, in France, and in England, 
without going out of our own Countries to 


fearch after em ? This Tower was begun, fay. 


the Chronicles of Fobn de Beka,in the Year 1320; 
and finifh’d in the Year 1363. according to fome, 
and 1383. according to others. The Infcription 
upon that Tower, (in two Latin Verfes whofe 
firft cannot be fcan’d, mark the Year r32r. 
( M., C.ter, X. bis, G femel I.) as being that of 
the Foundation ; but without any further de- 
claration of the Matter.

They carried us alfo to another Church ,which 
is dedicated to S. Mary ; where we took notice 
of the Figure of an Ox, againft a Pillar, above 
which is written.

That is a Memorial, they fay, of the Cun- 
ning Contrivance of an Architeét, who deli- 
verd thofe that buile this Church , from the 
great perplexity they were in, in relation to 
this very place,when their Piles, notwithftanding 
their great Length, could not reach any folid 
Foundation. This Archite@ fay thefe Verfes, (for 
I own LI don’t underftand well the Affair) found 
a Way to make a folid Foundation in this Gulf 
withouta Bottom,with fome Oxes Hides. Taurinis 
cutibus fundo folidata columna est :(Tranfeat.)

are very curious Relicks in this CAREC rhe

- feveral Occafions. But they are to be found, with an Additio 
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Churchwarden told us. Among the reft,a Smock 
of the Virgin Mdary’s, which they have carefully 
preferv’d ; and other Things of this Nature ; but 
which, to {peak the Truth, they efteem for the 
prefent, but as Pieces of Curiofity. 

The Walk of the Pall-Mall is very fine ; and 
thofe of Utrecht efteem it the more, becaufe it 
was fpar’d by fpecial Orders of the King of 
France (now reigning ) when he came at thé 
Head of his Army into that City, fome Years 
ago; tho’ almoft every thing elfe was deftroy’d 
by that Army in the Neighbourhood. — . 

This City was adorn’d with the Title of Uni- 
verfity,Ann. 1639. And they alfo perform all Sorts 
of Exercifes, as Riding the Great Horfe, dc, 
which draws abundance of young Gentlemen to 
that City, which is otherwife very alluring upon 
Account of its good Air, and fine Situation. I 
was told, that the Library is a little neglected, 
and that it has not deferv’d, for fome Time, the 
Name of Bibliotheque Publique, fince it has not 
been open’d at fer Hours, for the Ufe of the 
Publick. To fpeak freely, they deferve highly 
to be reproach’d, who, by fuch Negligences, 
deprive Men of Letters of fo great an Advan- 
tage and Affiftance. The Elogium on Sodomy, 
written by F. Ca/z, Bifhop of Benevento, was,’ 
as they inform’d me, one of the curious Pieces 
of this Library. I know not, if what they added 
be true, that the French carried this Rarity away,’

Adrian Funius, a Phyfician of Hors in Wst- , 
Frifeland, ( who wrote his Batavia in 1575 ) 
does not believe, as I have already remark’d, 
that the City of Utrecht was ever calld either 
Antonia ot Antonina, by any ancient Author ; 
but he does not deny in one Senfe, that it has 
not been call’d formerly, Vultabourg or Wilten- 
bourg, as having been built by the Vulzes, which 
he alfo Names Wilres. I fay, that he reconciles 
that Matter pretty well, provided it be granted 
him,that Utrecht which is now in Being,has been 
built, at more than two Leagues from that Wil- 
tenbourg ; for he affures us, ‘That this Caffellum, 
formerly deftroy’d by the Abotriti (or the Abro- 
diti, of whom there is mention made in the 
Verfes at the Cathedral) was two German Miles 
from the Place, where we now fee Utrecht : ut 
ipfe, {ays he, Oculis a/pexi.

And ‘as for the Name of Uvricefium, what he 
thinks of it, is, that as the ignorafit common 
People may have feen the Words, or 'the follow- 
ing Letters ingraven onthe Gates, or in fome 
other Place of the City, U. TRIC. LEG. STAT. 
to fignify, Quinte Tricefimae Legionis Stativa, will 
at firft read it UTRIC, without minding the

STAT. words. formerly Ingraven 
upon a Piece of Marble, and expos’d to Pub- 
lick View in the fame’‘Town; which fignified,

William Heda, Arnold Bekelius and Lamb. Hortenfius, 
are of the Number of thofe, who, without much 
Confideration, have {aid that Utrecht had anci- 
ently born the Name of Axtonina, and Antonia, 
_ (which is a Sort of a Coneradi@ion) but they 
cannot find a Reafon for it, any more than 
Funius. And P. Bertius, a very learned Man, 
pofitively denies the Fact, as well as Sohn de 
Beka; Sunt equidem, {ays Bertius , qui Antoniama 
initio dittam putent ; fed non video, unde hoc ba- 
beant.—Antoniam iftam neque fummi , neque medii 
evi Scriptor gui{quam novit. Quocirca, pro fabu- 
la illud habendum cenjeo. 

Venerable Bede, and Sigebert the Writer of Chro- 
nicles, makes fome mention alfo of a Vult:- 
bourg, a Caftle upon the Rhine, that was com= 
monly call’d Zrajedtum , fay they, Livgud Gal- 
lic#. A very ftrange thing, as I may fay by the 
By, that thefé Writers fhould.not know, that 
the Word Trajecium was neither Gaulifh, nor 
French, but Latin. But thefe two Authors were 
very far from giving us any Hint of che Etymo- 
logy of the new word Ufrecht, fince it was not 
ee in their time. Heda without going any far- 
ther, will have it from Outriecht, which in good 
German fignifies the Ancient Paffage ; Trajecium 
vetus. Others derive Utrecht from Vult-trajedum, 
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as Vultarum Trajettum. Some, as 1 have already 
faid, from Ulp-Trajectum, ab Ulpio Ath ant 
others again, from ultra or ulterius Trajettum , 
with relation to Trajettum Superius, call'd Mae- 
frricht , or Mofe Trajettum. As for what Heda 
and ‘funius affirm with Bertinus, that this City is 
mention’d by the Name of Trajectum in Antoni- 
nuss Itinerary, it is a very doubtful Thing ; fince 
it is Certain, as it has: been obferv’d by Bee 
kelius, that feveral Modern Cities have been in- 
difcreetly plac’d in that ancient Itinerary, by 
the different Editors of that Book, in the laft 
Ages. This Bekelius proves clearly ; and me- 
thinks, it is very probable, that Conrad Peutinger, 
who is an exact Man, has look’d upon this Tra- 
jectum of Antoninus’s Itinerary, as having been 
faifely inferted, fince he has not put it down in 
his Zables. i 

All unanimoufly agree, ‘That the City of U- 
trecht having been feveral Times befieg’d, plun- 
der’d, burnt, and almoft deftroy’d, Bifhop Bal- 
tric Of Cleves rebuilt ic almoft entirely, and 
encompafs’d it with Walls, towards the Year 
970. It never fuffer'd more, than by the ter- 
rible Diforders that the Civil Wars occafion’d in 
the Time of the Hoecks and Cabelliaws ; Cruel 
Factions, by which the whole Country was laid 
wafte with Fire and Sword, towards’ the Mid+ 
dle of the Fourteenth Century. ,(Hoex fignifies 
Fifh-hook ; and. Cadellian is the Name of a very 
common Fifh in the Seas of Holland; “tis a fort 
of Cod-filh, that Fobn de'Beka-calls Afellas. 

We have no Reafon to believe that the City 
of Utrecht was ever larger than it is at prefent: 


‘ Funius iharply reproves Dominick Niger; for affe- 


ring us, that’ this City was able’ to farnifh, in 
its grandour, forty Thoufand  fighting* Men ; 


and. he alfo refufes to hear Volaterran, HEntas 


MSy 


ant 
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Sylvins, Barlandus and others, that fay that the 


Bifhop could raife that Number of Soldiers with-. 


in his Diocefs. » 
Lambert Hortenfius, whom we have often al- 

ready quoted, ‘has written, according to Re- 

coe Volaterran, that formerly there was a Sea- 


ort at Utrecht ; which is’ not at all impro- 


bable, as fome have thought, who only confi- 
dering the prefent Difpofition of the Ground, 
and the Diftance from the Sea, have not remem- 
ber’d that in the Times paft, a great Arm of the 
Rhine ran through Utrecht. Why fhould we noe 
then eafily comprehend, that Veffels might come 
up the Rhine as far as this City, and a great deal 
higher ; as we fee it happens all the World over, 
and at Rotterdam, for Example, without going 
out of the fame Country ? 

The fame Writer quotes fome Authors that 
fay, that Utrecht owes its Origine to certain Eng- 
lifh Giants that fectled in that Place : A Fable, 
that certainly has its Source in certain An- 
nals that Funius cites, upon another Occafion, 
in which we find that the Anglo-Saxons having 
made themfelves Matters of Great Britain, a vatt 
- Number of the Natives of that Ifle (who were 
of a°Gigantick Stature ) left their conquer’d 
Country, and crofling the Seas, came and fet- 
tled upon the Banks of the Maefe and the Rhine ; 
and from thefe fugitive Giants, fprung the Vulres 
(hairy as Bears) thofe whom we have mention’d 
already, who built the Town and Caftle nam’d 
Vultenbourg , which many confound with our 
Utrecht. “Twould be no very glorious Thing to 
be the Iffue of thofe Grand Poltroons, if the Hi- 
ftory were true ; and if otherwife, ic would be 
to deny the Trajecium of the Itinerary , and 
its pretended Antiquity ; for the Saxons aed ae

Bifhoprick, ‘tho’ at the 
fame time, the Magiftrates are not ignorant of 
their fecret Pretenfion: The Mildnefs of the Go- 
vernment is fo great, that it never difturbs thac 
Gentleman uponany account, whem he does not 
go out of his Sphere. - But they will nor fuffer 
him to refide at Utrecht ; and if he obtains the Li- 
berty of ftaying there a few Days (upon his fup- 
pofed civil Affairs) that Liberty is not granted to 
the Bifhop,as Bifhop but to Peter or Fobn fucha one :

Henry confented then to what he could not 
hinder ; and referved only to himfelf the Spiri- 
tual Government, his Houfe in the City, and 
a little Country, Houfe, with a Penfion of 2000 
Carolus’s of Gold ; which is pretty near rhe Plaz 
that the Court of Rome allows to poor Cardi- 
dinals. Henry, at firft, made as if he was very 
well contented; and the Bull of Pope Clement

Egg, in which they carefully kept finall particles 
of the Waters of St. Urfula, and of all the Eleven 
Thoufand Virgins that accompanied her. Certainly 
this Relique was a great Curiofity; it bei 
very difficule to imagine how it coul 
to have gathered 11000 particles of a 
cious Liquors. But he that fhews theRariti 
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Church at Urrechr affirms wich Sincerity, that he 
has néver heard a word fpoken of this Vial, or 
what was Contain’d in it. Are the Gens Papicola, 
faid he tous , become fo ridiculous about the Bufine/s 
of Reliques , that the Devotees among them, who 
are always in fearch after new Pilgrims with offering 


new curious Objects to their Wafhes, find themfelves in 


Power, as well as Right, to invent Reliques of all 
forts. Ic was not an ill Thought to this Maa ; 


but it may alfo happen that P. Fellori, who was . 


a Sicilian Prieft, did not defign to {peak of U- 
trecht, which he knew very little of, when he 
faid that this Relique was kept in a German City 
named Antonina, Nella Chiefa di Santa Maria : For 
this Expreflion is not clear enough, and’ does 
nat neceflarily mean the City of Utrecht. The 
fame Sexton told us he thought he cou’d find 
too fome {mall Pieces which were formerly {aid

give him leifure to doit. The State of Af- 
fairs at Rome has been fuch, for thefe twelve or 
thirteen Centuries efpecially, that we muft not 
expe@ any Reformation by the means of the 
Popes: For thefe Men muft neceffarily perifh, 
by the Sword, or by Poifon , if they do not 
pretty near tread in their Anceftor’s Steps. 

Gilbert Lappius in his Appendix, or his Anno- 
tations upon Bekayproduces the Letrer of a Tra- 
veller nam’d William de LochorS¢ , who was at 
Rome when Adrian died: he {peaks very advan- 
tagioufly of this Pope; whofe Manners, {ays he, 
were holy, and the Endowments of his Mind 
admirable. And he adds, in relation to his out- 
ward Form and Meen, That he wasa tall Man, 
of a fine Shape; of a fair Complexion; a happy 
Phyfiognomy, and all his Aires Grave and Nlo- 
deft His Obfequies were performed on the 22d 
of September (1523) fix or feven Days after his 
Death: and his Body was interr’d in St. Andrew's 
Chappel in the German Church,with thefe Words 
upon his Monument:

towards the Year 845. _ 
» Anna Maria Schurman, is another famous Per- 
fon of the City of Usrecht. Her Name isa fuf- 
ficient Elogy : Only itis good to obferve, That 
the Learning of Kings and Women, is generally a little 
too much extolled by the Flatterers and Adorers of thefe 
two Sorts of Perfons. She read Seven or Eight 
Languages ; and fhe did inform herfelf with 
great care, of the State of the Sciences, of which 
fhe difcourfed hiftorically, after a pretty per- 
tinent manner. She had alfo fome Knowledge 
in the fine Arts; and even underftood a little

The Perfon that was 

come to Life, unwrapped her felf as well as fhe 

could, and went to knock at the Door of her 
Houfe. She call’d a Servant by his Name, and 

in few Words told him the Sum of her.Adven+ 

ture, that he might admit her without any fcru- 

ple: But the Man thought her a Ghoft, andina 

' great Confternation ran to tell the thing to his 
Mafter. The Mafter as incredulous as the Man, 

call’d him Fool, and faid he would as foon be- 

lieve his Horfes were in the Garret ; and in- 
ftantly a moft dreadful Noife was heard in the 

Garret ; upon which the Man went up, and 

found fix Coach-Horfes there,with all the others 

that were firftin the Stable. The Conful amaz’d 

at fo many Prodigies, was notable to {peak ; 

the Man was in an Extafie,or Swoon,in the Gar- 

ret: and the living: deceas’d, quaking in her 

Shroud, was expedting to be let in. At latt, 
the Door was open’d, and they chafed and us’d 

her fo well, that fhe reviv'd as if nothing had 

pafs'd ; and the next Day they made the ne- 

ceflary Machines to let down the Horfes. And,

We may now obferve, this Story has been fub- 

ject to the Fate of moft other Relations, of 
extraordinary Accidents: “Tis the Humour of 
the World , in fuch Cafes, inftead of being 
contented wich the Singularity of an uncom- 
mon Event, to heighten every Circumftance, 
and embellifh the real Wonder with new and 
fictitious Prodigies. The very Oddnefs and 
Improbability of the Story recommends it to 
the Belief of thofe who are always very fond 
of what they cannot comprehend; and others 
are fo accuftom’d to a blind Submifiion, that 
a confident Affertion will extort their Affent 
to a down-right Abfurdity. On the other . 


hand, there are fome, who, as foon’ as they 


find an incredible Circumftance added to a 
Story, are fo afraid of being impos’ upon, 
that they reje&t the whole as.a Fable. But 
tis certainly the Duty of all Men, as ‘tis 
the Care of every candid and judicious Per- 
fon to endeavour, by a careful and impar- 
tial Enquiry to diftinguifh Truth from Falfe- 
hood, and to avoid the two oppofite Extre- 
mities of a heedlefs Credulity and unreafo- - 
nable Nicenefs. For if only fuch Truths were 
to be believ’d, as are abfolucely free from the. 
leaft Mixture of Fable, we fhou’d hardly give 
credit to any thing that is grounded on Tra- 
dition or Hiftory.

But, without 
leaving Cologn, I fhall content my felf with put- 
ting you in mind of Archbifhop Geroz, who, if ' 
we may depend upon the Authority of Albertus 
Krantzius, was bury’d alive, and dy’d before his 
Grave cou’d be open’d.

dinary Veneration. But the Matter of Fac& is 
attefted not only by Bzowius, but alfo by Paulus 
Fovius, Latomus, Majoli, Vitalis, Garzoni, and fo . 
many others, that.’twou’d be againft Reafon 
to oppofe the concurring Teftimonies of all 
thofe Hiftorians. 

Tho’ you wiil perhaps think that this Digref- 
fion is already too long, I cannot forbear adding 
another Story,which agrees almoft in every Cir- 
cumftance with that of the Conful’s Wife; and ~ 
which I can pofitively affert to be true. Some 
time ago one Mervache a Gold{mith of Poiétiers, 
fuffer’d fome Gold-rings to be put in the Grave 
with his Wife, becaufe fhe defir’d at her Death, 
that they might be bury’d with her. A poor 
Man in the Neighbourhood hearing of what was 
done, open’d the Grave the next Night, with 
a Defign to fteal the Rings ; but as he was en-

. viv'd, and complain’d that he hurted her. Thefe 
Words ftruck fuch a Terror into the Thief, 
that he ran away, leaving the Grave open ; 
and the Woman being awak’d out of her Apo- 
pleétick Fit, went home, and in few Days re- 
coverd her former Health.

Over-againft the Town of Caub, which be- 
longs to the Eleétor Palatine, half a League 
from Baccharach , which belongs to the fame 
Prince, there is an old Caftle call’d Pfa/tz in 
the middle of the Rhine, from whence, as fome.

he old us there were four ancient Towns in the 
Neighbourhood, which were alfo confecrated 
to Bechus: Steegbach, which is feated ona Hil- 
lock, Scala Bacchi, the Ladder, or Stairs of Bacchus:

They cold us, that in the middle of the Citta- 
del there is a kind of Tower, commonly call’d 
the Tomb of Drufus. Drufus Germanicus, Brother 
to Tiberius, died in Germany, and was extreamly 
lamented by the People and the Army: But he 
died not onthe Rhine. Befides, you may re- 
member, that his Body was carried to Rome, 
to be burnt in the Field of Mars. It is true, 
that after Augujtus had caufed the Senate to 
give him the Surname of Germanicus, he alfo 
causd Statues to be erected for him, with tri- 
umphal Arches, and other Monuments on the 
Banks of the Rhine: And perhaps this Tower 
or Maufolzum was an honorary Tomb, which 
the Ancients call’d sonora. 

The Ornaments in which the Electors cele- 
brate Mafs, are extreamly Rich: And the Ca- 
nopy under which the Hoft is carried, on cer- 
tain Occafions, is all cover’d with Pearls. I 
remember I have read in the Chronicles of 
the Abbot of Ujperg, that they had formerly in 
the Treafury of the Veftry, a hollow Emerald 
of the bignefs and fhape of half a large Melon.

The Golden Bull is a Book of Twenty Four 
Sheets of Parchment, in Quarto, which are fewed 
together, and covered with another Piece of 
Parchment, without any Ornament. The Seal 
is faften’d toit by a filken String of many Co- 
lours, and is fo cover’d with Gold, that it re- 
fembles'a Medal : It is two Inches and 4 halfin- 
breadth, and a large Line in thicknefs. Upon 
the Seal is the Emperor Charles 1V, Seated and 
Crowned, holding a Sceprer in his Right-hand, 
and a Globe in his Left. The Scutcheon o 
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Empire is'on his Right, and that’ of Bobemia on 
the Left, with thefe Words round ‘the whole, 
Carolus Quartus divind favente clementia Romanorum 
Imperator femper Augujtus ; and on each fide near 
the two Scutcheons, Er Bohemie Rex.

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There is another very curious Picture at the 
Entrance of the Church of St. Martin, over a 
moveable Altar. This Picture is about five Foot 
f{quare. God the Father is at the Top in one of 
the Corners, from whence he feeins to {peak to 
the Virgin Mary,who is on her Knees in the mid- 


dle: the holds the little Infant Jefus hanging by 


the Feet, and puts his Head into the Hopper_of a 
Mill : the Twelve Apoftles turn the Mill with 
their Hands, and they are affifted by the four 
Beatts of Ezekiel, who work on the other fide.

been much better not to have been publifh’d., 


in Latin.) This Fool of a Few, I mean ‘Fu- 
chanan, which was born at Worms, as we have 
very ftrong Reafons to conjecture : this Rabbin, 


I fay, pretends that there were ‘Fews at Worms a, 


long time before the Coming of our MESSIAS ; 
and. 


that Herod fent Exprefles to them, to con-. 


fale what fhou’d be done with Him ; and that 
their Synagogue at Worms voted all for the 
. faving 


¢ Bifhop’s Houfe, fays that 


as he pleafes of the Original and Ufe of this. 
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faving of his Life: From whence he conéludes, 
that the ews of Worms ought to be diftinguith’d — 
from the others, and favoured by the Chri- 
ftians. And, indeed, Mr. Wagenfeilius, Who is 
cited by the Commentator, fays, that there are 
fome ‘fews at Worms that have better Notions 
of Fe/us Chrift than the reft of the Fews have. - 
Mr. Huldricus fays alfo, (in quoting Rabbi Geda- 
lia) that the Seu of Worms believe that the 
Tetragrammaton is written ( invifibly ) in the 
Roof of their Synagogne ; which is the Reafon 
why they never touch it with a Broom, to wipe 
off the Spiders and Cobwebs. eae

better if they were lined; for they are forced 
to flope them too much, becanfe the Soil, too » 
foft, and, I fuppofe, fandy, could not otherwife 
ftand faft. And this Defe& has appeard greater 
MANHEIM yet, in the Fortifications of Manheim.  Thefe 
two little Places belong to the Elector Palatine: 
*tis but two Hours Journey from the one to 
the other. The Situation of Manheim is its 
greateft Strength ; For it is not commanded by 
any rifing Ground, and is almoft furrounded 
by the Necker and the Rhine, which that 
Place commands. There is a good Garrifon 
in the Citadel ; but the greateft Rarity 
that I found in it, is the Temple call’d the 
Concord. The Ele&or Charles Louis, Father of the 
Jate Ele&tor Charles, caufed this Church to be 
built to ferve in common for thofe that are Fol- 
_ Jowers of the Seas of Calvin, of Luther, and of the 
Pope. This is the Truth of the Matter, as I thalt 
prove to you by and by: And, really, on the 
Day of its Confecration, a Prieft of the Romifh 
Catholick Perfwafion preach’d in his Turn, after 


the Reform’d ones. Some fay it was only thro” 
«aS 
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the Humour and Caprice of the Prince. They 
' add alfo, that the Difcourfe of the Romifh Priett 
was rather an Encomium)on the Elector, than 
a Sermon ; and that That Prince fo little in- 
tended to introduce.the*Romifh Worfhip into 
this new Church, chat, during his Life, the Lu- 
therans and the Calvinifts had the fole Ufe of it. 

I know that the Ele@or, who fear’d the Noife 
and Affaults of the Reform’d Priefts, was very 
circum{pe&. with the Romifh ones; but, how- 
ever, what I am going to fay, will clearly prove 
that the Intention of the Founder did outwardly 
embrace together the three Sects, within the 
Walls of hs CONCORD. 

The following Crofs is placed upon one 
End of the Roof of the Church; and the hidden 
Meaning of this fort of Hieroglyphick (of which 
I am particularly inform’d) makes the Truth of 
what I advance evidently to appear. The Crofs 
in the Middle, is the Crofs of CHRIST, or, 
if you pleafe, of Chrifianity. From this Crofs 
proceed three others, that are however join’d 
to it, and have it always for their Support ; and 
the other three Croffles defign the three Seés 
of Luther, Calvin, and the Pope, which have all 
three (as well as che other Sets of which the 
World is full) the true Foundation of Faith, 
to wit, JESUS CHRIST. The Defign of the 


Founder was not only to fhew that che different . 


Chriftian Seé&ts have one and the fame Origin, 
and retain the Reality and Effence of the true 
Saving Doctrine ( none of ’em denying the 
Title of Chriftians to the Reft that diffent from 
them ; ) but he alfo lets us fee, by this Figure, 
that he was willing to reunite thefe wandering 


Groffes in the Crofs in the Middle, that repre-. 


fented his Temple of Concord. After this, can 
_one any longer call in Queftion the Defign of 
this Goncordial and Pacifying Prince ? If 
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table Sedts,:nat to fay Cabals and Fadtioris; 
that.cruelly tear and divide the Chriftian World; 
but it is neither poffible, nor reafonable for me 
to engage my felf, here, in a long Difcourfe. I 


fhall only deplore the unfuccefsful Work of our 


mild Eleéor, in that vain Re-union of thofe 
whom he brought together invhis litele Temple, 
without having united at all:their Hearts and 
Opinions. ‘To what Purpofe is it to have Mi- 
nifters of every Sec preach and’ pray im the 
ame Place, if every one, perfifting in their 
old Hatred and Fury, is always ready to per- 
fecute thofe that are not of his Faction (whichi 
he calls Religion,) and in his Notions ?

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W O good Hours on this fide Heidelberg, we 
'T paft through whole Forefts of Firr-Trees, 
and afterwards met with many more. They fet fire 
to them, cut them down and pluck them up as 
much as they can ; but the Nature of the Soil . 
produces them fo faft, that they cannot be ut- 
terly deftroy’d. All this Country is very poor, 
and Money is fo {carce, that about Wifeloch and 
Sintzbeim, a Loaf of, Wheaten Bread, weighing 
eight Pounds, cofts but Two-pence. We {pent 
four Days in coming hither from Heidelberg ; and - 
we fcarce faw any thing but Firr-Trees all the 
Way ; I believe there are not more in Carolina : 
There are I know not how many little Towns, 
which deferve not to be mention’d, : 
Winfheim is the beft of them, and is a Free Cit 
as well as Wimphen. All the Inhabitants of bot 
are Lutherans. 1 fancy, a more pleafant Affem- 
bly was neverfeen than thac of the Burgo-Ma- 
fters of the little City of Palemberg. Thole Gen- 
tlemen were.in the fame Inn where. we eat,

bate. Imagin you fee.a dozen or fifteen Pea- 
fants in their Sunday’s Clothes, with high- 
crownd Hats loaden with green and yellow 
Ribbon, with red or blue Wait-coats, and Ruffs 
or Cravats of black Taffeta: Their Hair cut 
round clofe below theirEars,and their Beardsafter 
the manner of the Capuchins, The whole Club 
half druek or fuddi’d, their Elbows on the Ta-- 
ble, every Man witha large Glafs in his Hand, 
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drinking without intermiflion, fplitting of Cau- 
fes, and every one ftriving to outbawl his Fel- 
low. Their Geftures and Poftures are much more 
diverting, but fuch as cannot be expreffed. In 
the mean time, it is not at all ftrange, that they 
fhould love Drink fo much in this Country, fince 
they can have four large Pots of Wine for a 
Peny ; for they know not what a {mall Meafure 
means. Ifa Traveller demand a Cup of Wine as 
he goes by, they bring hima large Jack, enough 
to make ten Men drunk. 

The Tabacco and the Hops fupply the place of 
Vines, when you approach this Place; and the 
mountainous Country begins to grow even and 
lower ; fo that you may fee the great and fair 
City of Nuremberg at a good diftance.. Before NUREM: 
we arriv’d there we often found our felves on BERG, 
the Banks of the little River of Peguitz,, which ee 
runs from it, but ferves only to turn the Mills. jz», 
It might be eafily made Navigable, and the Pro- 
fit that would accrue by fuch an Undertaking 
would recompenfe the Charge. 

But this Defeé doth not hinder Nuremberg from 
being a City of great Trade, very rich, and well 
peopled. Ic is faid to be twice as big as Francfart ; 
and it hath feven other Towns in its Territory, 
with Four Hundred and Eighty Boroughs and 
Villages. Its Fortifications are of little efteem 
in refpeé of thofe that are now in ufe: But 
it enjoys a profound Peace: And being in the 
Heart of Germany, its Neighbours preferve it 
while they defend themfelves. Should the Em- 
peror be Mafter of Nuremberg, as he is of his 
hereditary Countries, ic would not be very ad- 
vantagious to him: For, after all, as free as 
thefe little Statesare, they are neverthelefs Slaves 
to the Emperor, being, at the fame time, Fiefs of 
the Empire.

Tis. probable 
that this was the firft Impreffion which was ‘ 
made at Mentz; and if it be fo, there is no 
ground to fuppofe, that another Book was prin- 
ted at Spire, thirteen Years before: Nor had 
Fauftus any Reafon to boaft fo much of his new 
Secret. Ihave heard, that there is another Im- 
preffion of Durandus’s Officiale at Bafil, printed by 
Fauffus in the fame Year, 1459. 

They keep in this Library many Rarities and 
curious Antiquities, but they are not comparable 
. to thofe that are in the Cabinet of Mr. Viati. We 
faw, at this Gentleman’s Houfe, a pretty large 
Chamber quite fill’d with divers Arms of all 
Countries, all Ufes, and all Fathions. Ic is 
{carce to be conceived, how one Man, and he 
a private Perfon, who hath not the Eftate of a 
Prince, or a very great Lord, could make fuch 
a vaft Colle@ion ; for the Number is very great, 
and, I believe, brought from the four Corners 
of the World.

But, as fantaftical 
as all thefe Drefles might feem at firft View, one 
might be eafily accuftom’d to them ; and every 
Habit appears handfom and becoming, when 
the Perfons that wear them are of themfelves 
beautiful and agreeable. 
There are not more induftrious People in the 

‘World than the Artificers of Nuremberg ; fome 
think they were the Inventors of Fire-Arms and 
Gun-Powder. Others affirm, that Powder was 
invented at Chioggia, in the State of Venice; and 
there are fome who pretend that it came from 
Denmark. The Diverfity of Opinions concerning 
the firft Invention of Artillery, is no lefs remark- 
able and furprizing than the Controverfie about 
the Invention of Printing, * obs Mendoza Gon- * nite of 
zalez, whom I had occafion to mention in one Lipari. 
of my former Letters, who wrote a Hiftory of 
China, whither he was } fent by Pdilip If, fays, t An. 1380, 
that if we may give credit to the common Tra-

Son. This Author was too judicious to depend 
upon their imaginary Chronology ; but, with- 
out entring upon fo intricate a Controverfie, he 
feems to be convinc’d, that thefe People were 
very early acquainted with the ufe of Artillery.

Munfter, and fome others, pretends that Cimofcus, 
King of Friexland, was the Inventer of thefe 
Machines. Some call the Author of ’em Ber- 
trand the Black, and fay , that he Invented Gun- 
Powder at Chioggia in the State of Venice. But 
this feems to bé only a Miftake, oa 
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the Refemblance of the Names Berthold and 
Bertrand, and the Signification of the Surname 
Sebwartz, which in the German Tongue fignifies 
Black. leave you to judge, whether tis po 
fible to reconcile fo many oppofite Opinions ; 
but if the Controverfie was to be decided be- 
twixt the Eafernand Weftern Part of the World, 
the Pretenfions of both might perhaps be ea- 
fily juftify’d ; and tho’ it fhou’d be allow’d, thac 
the Oriental Nations got the ftare of us in 
the Invention of Printing and Gun-Powder, 
we might ftill claim the Honour of the fame 
Invention in Earope. For I feeno Reafon, why 
it may not be fuppos’d, that the fame Thought , 
may’enter into the Mind of feveral Perfons, 
who had never the leaft Communication with 
one another. . 
' I cannot leave this Subje& , without taking 
‘notice of the vulgar Miftake of thofe who ex- 
elaim againit this Invention as a diabolical and 
pernicious Contrivance to deftroy the Lives of 
Men. For, without entring upon an Enquiry, 
which wou’d extreamly lengthen a Digreffion, 
that is already too long, I may venture to affirm 
(what I cou’d eafily demonftrate) chat neither 
Sieges nor Battels have been fo bloody, fince 
Fire-Arms were Invented, as they were in for- 
mer Times when they fought Hand to Hand, 
and almoft every Engagement ended in the Ru- 
ine of one of the oppofite Armies. 

Great Guns were firft put into Ships by the 
Venetian Admiral Barbadigo, and the famous Bar- 
tholomew Coglione, was the firft who brought 
Artillery into the Field: For before his Time, 
the only Ufe they made of thefe Machines 
was to batter the Walls of Towns. Mr. de Fa- 
bert, who lately publifh’d the Hiftory of the 

Dukes of Burgundy, affures us, that the firft 
Effay 
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Effay that was made of ’em was againft the 
Fortrefs of Preux. aes’ 

All Europe is full of the litele Curiofities of 
Nuremberg. ‘There are fome of Wood, of Ivory, 
of Alabafter, and even of Paper and Starch. 
Their Houfes are large and neat, and I be- 
lieve there is not a Cieling in all the City, 
which is not accompanied with a very fine 
Plafond of Joyner’s-Work. I cannot exprefs 
the particular Kindnefs they have for Horns, 
for all their Houfes are full of them, They 
are every where hung up amongft Pidures, 
and other curious things. You often fee in 
the fineft Chamber, a Stag’s, or Bull’s Head, 
with a magnificent Pair of Horns hanging from 
the Ceiling, without any other Defign but for 
Ornament. 

We were but poorly accommodated on all 
the Road from Heidelberg ; and Straw was com- 
monly our Bed. But we made our felves a- 
mends at Nuremberg, where the Inns have very 
good Accommodations. They fervy’d us eve- 
ry Day with late Fruits, what I never faw 
any where elfe. We are here at the end of 
November, and you commonly eat pretty good — 
Peaches. 

St. Sebald is the principal Church. They show 
therein a Wooden Crucifix which paffeth fora 
Mafter-piece ; “tis that of the famous Albert 
Durer: and the Tomb of St. Sebald is alfo a 
great and fine Work. The Church of St. Lau- 
rence, is the bigegeft of all. They are both 
Gothick, but the laft hath Eight Doors, which is 
look’d upon as a Singularity. The great Chureh- 
yard is worth feeing : There are in it above 
Three thoufand Tombs with Epitaphs, and 
Coats of Arms wrought in Brafs. No Fems 
are fuffer'd to live in the City, becaufe they - 
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formerly poifon’d the Fountains. They refide 
in a Village not far off, and may , for a {mall 
piece of Money, come into the City, provided 
they depart the fame Day. The Roman Catho- 
licks are but few in number, and they have but

S IR; 
| oa seer Nuremberg and Ingolftadt, the Ways 
are very bad and full of Forefts; but when 
you come neaf this City, you find a Champaign 
Country, excellently well till’. Ingol/tade is fea- 
ted on the Dazube, in the Dutchy of Bavaria, of 
which it is the ftrongeft Place. It is indifferently 
large, and moft parc of the Houfes are painted 
or whited without. ‘The Streets are broad, 
ftraight, and well pavd: And the whole City 
feemed pleafant enough, tho’ it is poor and ilk 
Peopled. They boaft much of the Arfenal, but 
they muft be fo much courted for a fight of it, * 
that we would not take that trouble. Ihave ob- 
ferv'd, that thefe inacceflible Arfenals are com- 
monly the worft furnifh?d ; for if they were well 
fill’d, they would make a publick Show of them, 
rather than hide them. But they always make’ 
a Myftery of ’em, when they have nothing to 
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how but Crofs-Bows and rufty Firelocks. No= 
thing is more eafily obtain’d, than a Sight of the 
Arfenals in France ; and ic is as true, that there 
are’ none in the World either finer, or in better 
order.

I obferv’d at Ingolffadt, as in many other Cities’ - « 
in Germany, that every wheré near the Fountains 
there are Casks of Wood or Brafs, mounted on 
little Sleds with four Wheels, which ferve to 
carry Water when any Fire happens : and this 
is very wifely contriv'd.: But they have another 
Cuftom throughout all this Country, which we 
thought much more troublefome than ufeful.

As 
he went into St. Peter’s Church, he perceiv’d in a 
Corner an old Noffredame of Wood, which was’ 
all mangl'd, and covered over with Duft.

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The Trade of Augsburg decay’d, asthat of Hol- ’ 
land increas d. Al\moft all Merchandizes which 
come from the Mediterranean, were formerly land- 
ed at Venice, and from thence brought to Augs- 
burg, from which Place they were difpers’d thro’ 
all Germany. But Holland hath taken away all, 
and diftributes all: And Augsburg fuffers as well 
as Venice, Milan, Antwerp, and an infinite num- 
ber of other Cities, which are at'prefent as Poor 
as they were formerly Rich. 
Three Years after Guffavus the Great had made 
himfelf Mafter of Augsburg, it was retaken by 
the Duke of Bavaria, who took away all the 
Churches from the Lutherans, in which cafe they re- 
main‘d from the Year Thirty five, till Forty eight, at 
which time all things were reftord by the Peace 
of Munfter. During this Interval, the Lutherans 
had no liberty to affemble but in a College,from 
the Window of which the Minifter preached to 
the People in the Court yard. This College is 
ftill in their Pofleffion ; and I have feen a long 
Infcription, which is graved under the Window, 
and begins thus: Praclujis omnibus Evangelicorum 
Templis, eeelum tamen ipfis patuit, &c. All the Chur- 
ches of the Profeffors of the Gofpel being (hut, Heaven

SIR, 


J Obferved at my going out of Augsburg, in 
many Gardens, that they cover all their 
Vines and Fig-Trees carefully, with Straw or 

Mats, to preferve them from the Froft; the 

Cold being fharper in this Country than in 

- England, where we are not obliged to make ufe 

of thefe Precautions, though we lie nearer the 

North. It is certainly true, that the diverfe de- 

grees of Heat and Cold, are not always pro- 

portion’d to the Diverfiry of Climates: There 

are terrible Winters in Canada in the midft of 

the temperate Zone; whereas almoft every 
where elfe, under thé fame Climate, they enjoy - 

a {weet and pleafant Air, 

-municH, | The Country is pretty level between Augs- 
rheCapital Ci- burg and Munich, but the Soil-is not very good ; 
ty of Bavaria. there is every where a Mixture of Wood and 
Fields, and Firr-Trees. A4unich is not above 

half fo big as Augsburg. It is a pretty fine City, 

but ill fortified, and has no Trade ; and with- 

out doubt little notice would be taken of this 

Place, were it not for the Refidence of the Ele- 

ctor, whofe Palace is, in general, very Magni- 

ficent. Almoft all the Houfes of the City are 

painted on the Outfide, but inftead of Painting 

in Frefco, or in Oyl, they. make ufe of a kind 

of bad Water-colour, which is liable to all the 

Injuries of the Weather : It wears off quickly, 

and rifes hollow in many places, which maims 

all the Figures, and makes a very ugly Sight.

We had heard fome Perfons commend fo much 
the Jefuits Library, that it was the firft thing we 
went to fee when we came to Munich; but it did 
not anfwer our Expectations. For befides that, | 
it is neither very numerous, nor in very good © 
condition ; they ordered a Brother Cut-Cabbage, 
who knew better what belong’d to the Kitchin 
than to Books, to fhew it us. I confefs I could 
not believe fuch grofs Ignorance could lurk un- 
der the Habit of one who call’d himfelf a Jefuie. 
It was abfolutely impoffible for us to make him 
underftand, what thofe Authors were-whom we 
called The Fathers. He prefently named all the 
_Fathers of his Convent , to try if he could find 
out whom we look’d for. And at laft, witcha 
{cowling Look, he pray’d us to talk of fome- 
thing elfe. This is. all I can tell you of the Li- 
brary, and the Library-keeper, or at leaft of his 
Deputy: For it is not probable that all the reft 
of this Society are of the fame Stamp. However 
it be, they wear four fair and high Corners in 
their Caps, whereas in France they dare not 
wear but three ; and their Houfe may be faid 
to be a ftately Palace. Their Church is alfo 
extreamly fine; it confifts of one Nave or Bo- 
dy, very high, broad, and ftrongly roofed : 
the Veftry is full of Riches, and they want no 
Relicks.. They fhewed usa Vertebra, or Joint 
of the Back-bone, as big as that of an Elephant, 
or fome huge Animal ; and this great Bone, as 
we were inform’d, isin great veneration with 
them, as being one of the Vertebre of the huge 
St. Chriftopher. 
Leaving the Church of the Jefuits, we went 
to that of the Auguftines, where are Pictures of

There is an ample and cxai Defeription.of this Palace wratten 
in Italian, by the Marque{s Ran. Pallavicino. This Royal Houfe 
contains, faith he, Eleven Courts, Twenty great Halls, Nineteen 
Galleries, Two Thoufand Six Hundred great Glafs.Windows, Six 
Chappel, Sixtesn great Kitchens, and Twelve large Cellars, Forty. 
waft Apartments, which are all even, not one of “em being lower 
than another, and in which you may diftinguif> Three Hundred 
great Chambers, vichly Painted, Wsinlcored, Paved, Furnifhed,&c. 
In the middle of the Front of the Palace that looks to the Streee, 
there is a Statue of the Virgina, with thele Words writtim under — 
it, Patrona Bajoarie, fub tuum prefidium confugimus, fub 
quo fecuri Ixtique degimus. Be a 
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private Fancy; and that hath been the Canfe of 
the Difproportionablenefs of its Parts: But if ic 
be taken altogether, it may certainly pafs fora 
very beautiful Structure. You muft not expe, 
thae I fhould give. you an ample Defcription of 
‘a Place that is fo vaft, and fo full of Rarities. 
And therefore I fhall content my felf with af- 
furing you, in general, that all Sorts of Beau- 
ties and Riches are found there in abundance. 
. The great Hall of the Emperor’s Appartment, 
which was burnt about 13 or 14 Years ago, is 
One Hundred and eighteen Footin Length, and 
Fifty two in Breadth. We may juftly fay, that 
it is in every refpec& magnificent.

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I will fay nothing of the Arfenal, becaufe 
they have carried the Cannon, and motft of the 
beft Arms into Hungary. We faw there the 
Tent of the Grand Vizier, which was taken in’ 
the laft Battel, in which the Elector did fo re- 
markably fignalize his Valour. This Tent was 
vaftly large, but not very fine. It is made of 
printed Callicoe with Stripes, as they feem 
to me, of Sattin, coverd with Silk Imbroi- 
dery. They made us take notice of a Figure 
of a Trout, that weigh’d 73 Pounds, that was 
caught in a neighbouring Lake. 

I cannot tell you, why this Country is not 
proper for Vines ; there are none in it, and their 
ordinary Drink is Beer. 

They know no other Religion here but that 
of Rome: And they look upon Men as a Loup- 
garous, that are not of that Profeffion. Their 
principal Devotion is for the Virgin: She is 
painted on all their Houfes ; every Place is full 
of her Chappels and Oratories, and none but 
Divine Titles are beftow’d on her. 

After I had finifh’d my Letter, laft Night very 
Jate, { found that I was mifinform’d, as to the 
Time of the Poft’s going away. So that I have 
Leifure to entertain you with a particular Ac- 
count of fome things that were either omitted, 
or very haftily touch’d in my Letter. I wifhI 
cou'd give you a diftiné view of all the Beau- 
ties of that magnificent Hall*in the Emperor’s 
Appartment. But fince fuch an Undertaking 
wou'd require a Volume, I fhall only add, that 
among the divers Ornaments of the Chimney, 
we took notice of an admirable Statue of Por- 
phyry, which reprefents Virtue, holding a Lance 
in her right Hand, and a Palm Branch gilt in 
her Left.

At the End of this Gallery is a little 
Chamber that looks into a Flower-Garden, and 
is call’d the Cabinet of Rofes and Lillies. Thisisa 
charming Place; and all the Paintings with 
which ’tis adorn’d, relate to the moft innocent 
and tender Pleafures of Life.  ~ 

The large Room, which is call’d the Hall of 
Audince, is very much enrichd with various 
Orhaments. This is the Place where Ambaf- 
fadors are receiv’d ; and ‘tis alfo a kind of Tri- 
bunal, where the Princes hear thé Complaints 
of their Subjects. The Ceremonies that are, 
obferv'd by Foreign Princes, in giving Au- 
diences to the Minifters of their Allies, are 
reprefented in Eight large Pictures, in rcund 
and Oval Compartments. There aie alfo fe- 
veral Hiftories of Sovereigns, who were wont to 
adminilter Juftice in Peiton, and look’d upon ic 

as . 
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as an indifpenfable Duty, of thofe who are in- 
trufted with the Government of a State, to re» 
drefs the Grievances of their Subje&s.

At the Entry of the Palace at Munich there is 
a great Stone, chain’d to the Wall, which weighs 
364 pounds. “Tis a Sort of black Marble ; and 
it ae by an Infcription upon the Wall, that . 
one Duke Chriffopher carry’d this Stone and threw 
it fome Paces from him: But Monjfieur de Monconys 
is mightily miftaken in writing that the Elector 
threw this Stone twelve Foot high. Adjoining to 
the fame Place there is a Nail fix’d in the Wall, 
twelve Foot high, which marks the Place from 
whence the fame Duke pull’d down a Stone 
with his Feet, climbing up the Wall.

SIR, : a ie 
meio. Frer we had for fome, time follow’d the 
Seesiie cely Banks of the * Jfer, which is the River of 


ual Boats. Munich, we entred into a Foreft ; at our coming 
out of which, we diftin@ly perceiv'd the Begin- 
ning of the Alps: Their Snowy Tops are min- 
gled with the Clouds, and refemble very much 
the {welling and foaming Waves of a tempe- 
ftuous and raging Sea. If the Courage of thofe 
has been admir’d, who firft exposd themfelves 
to the Fury of chat Element, here is matter e- 
nough of Aftonifhment , that any one fhould 
venture himfelf among the Cliffs and Precipices 
of fuch difmal Mountains. ' . 
The fame Day we departed from Munich, wé 
came to a Village call’d Lagrem, which is at the 
Foot of the Mountains, and near to a little Lake 
of very pure Water. In this Place they gave us 
a Sort of Fifh that we knew not. The firlt thing 
with which our Hoft entertain’d us, was a Clia- 
fing-Difh full of Incenfe,with which he perfum’d 
our Chambers ; and indeed we found more neat- 
ne{Sin this little folitary Habitation, than in ma- 
ny great Cities in our Journey. After we had 
coafted the Mountains about two Hours, we, 
entred among ’em, and for along time afcend-. 
ed in the mid{ft of Rocks, Firr-Trees, and Snow. 
This is, one of the wildeft Places in the World.

Clergy. ‘They: endeavour'd to diflwade him | 
from fuch a dangerous Frolick; but in vain. 
When they had then put the Hoft into his Mouth, 
it caft out, as they fay, a Flood of Blood, and at

After the Duke of Lorrain had the Misfortun 
to lofe his Dominions, the Emperor gave him

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this Prince was at Infpruck, in the Palace built 
by Maximilian I, for the Ufe of one of the Arch- 
Dukes, (that is to fay the Soris of the Emperor ) 
as an Appenage : for all the Children of thefe 
Princes are qualify’d with the Title of Arch- 
Dukes and Arch-Dutcheffes, unlefs the Eldett 
has a greater Name, by being chofen King of 
the Romans. This Palace hath many Conveni- 
encies, and is of a fufficient Extent, but it was 
built. at feveral times, and is neither beautiful 
nor regular. Aanege, or Riding-Houfe, which 
is alfo made ufe of for Publick Shows, is almoft 
like that at Munich, but larger. © 

They fhow’d us one Thing very fingular ; but 
tho’ I made a very diligent Enquiry, I cou’d 
not meet with any Perfon that cou’d fully fatis- 
fie my Curiofity. The Houfe which they call 
the Chancery, looks into the publick Place in the 
midft of the City. The Portal of this Houfe, 
which refembles a little Porch on the outfide, 
has a Roof that leans againft the Wall of the 
Houfe ; andis as they affur’d us, cover’d with 
Plates of Gold. They gave us the following 
Account of it. A Rebellion, and almoft gene-

Thofe that conduéed us, told us ’twas the 
fame Frederick who causd the Twenty eight 
fine Brafs Statues bigger than the Life to be 
made, which are inthe Church of the Cordelj- 
ers : But Iam perfwaded thefe People are mif- 
inform’d ; for by the manner in which thefe Sta- 
tues are plac'd round the magnificent Tomb of 
the Emperor Maximilian I, of whom we have 
been talking fo much, I have reafon to believe 
we may look upon ’em as Part of this honorary 
Tomb, which was erected by Charles the Fifth, 
and Ferdinand his Brother, to the glorious Me- 
mory of their moft Illuftrious Grand-father, one 
of the moft excellent Princes that ever any Hi- 
Bory made mention of. 

ou have {een that he is call’d Maximus -4- 
mylianus, in the Verfes I quoted you ; but per- 
haps you do not know the Reafon of it: it is 
fomething very fingular. Your famous Camden 
has given an Account of it in few Words, and I 
fhall content my felf with only Tran{cribing his 
very Expreffions. ‘‘ AZ4AXIMILIAN the Empe- 
** ror, is anew Name, firft devifed by Frederick, 
© the Third, his Father ; Frederick doubting what 
** Name to give to his Son and Heir, composd 
* this Name of two worthy Roman's Names, 
** whom he moft admird, 9. Fabius MAXIMUS 
and Scipio 2 MYLIANUS; that his Son would 
** imitate their Virtues. Cambden cites for his 
Authority, Ferom Gebvilerius, in his Book de Fa- 
milia Auftriaca.

At the end of the Gallery you gointo a Chamber 
fill’d with Spoils and Arms taken from the Turks..

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bergrife. There arealfo feven great V vis co- 
ver d with black Velvet, with Plates and Clafps 
of Silver; and inftead of Leaves they contain 
flat Boxes, in which there is a great Number of 
Medals, fo that thefe feven Volames contain a 
compleat Hiftory. In the feventh Cupboard are 
ancient and curious {mall forts of Arms. I took 
notice of a Crofs-bow which has four and thir- 
ty Bows, and difcharges thirty four Arrows at’ 
once. The eighth is full of Animals, Plants, 
and other Produdtions of Nature. That which 
is efteem’d the greateft Rarity is the Horn of an 
Ox, which is almoft fix Inches in Diameter. 
There are alfo Works in Wood, Ivory, and Fea- 
thers, in the three following Cupboards. The 
twelfth is filled with Manufcripts, and curious 
Books. It would grieve one to pafs this over 
flightly, not only becaufe thofe who fhow it 
know not its. Worth, but becaufe one has not 
time enough without ftaying there a while, to 
enter into a particular Examination of ‘em. In 
the thirteenth are only Works of Steel, and par- 
ticularly myfterious Padlocks, and other Locks 
of a curious Invention. In the fourteenth we 
faw Stones which reprefent Trees, Fruits, Shells, 
and Animals, all which are the pure Produc of 
Nature. The fifteenth and fixteenth are full of 
all forts df Clock-work, and Inftruments of Mu- 
fick. That which follows is full of divers forts of 
Stones, but unwrought, and a great Quantity of 
unprepard Metals and Minerals. Inthe eigh- 
teenth are many {mall Veffels of different Mate- 
rials, and a very great Number of very fine 
Shells. The nineteenth is the moft precious of 
all, it is full of Veffels of Gold, Cryftal, Agar, 
Chalcedony, Onyx, Cornelian, Lapis Lazuli, 
and other Precious Stones, the whole inrichd 
with Gold, Diamonds, and Pearls, and pansy 

: with | 
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with Baffo Relievo'’s, and other Ornaments of moft - 
curious Workmanfhip. The twentieth, which 
is the laft, is filled wich antick Piecés of Work, 
Sepulchtal Lamps, Urns, Idols, Gc. They alfo 
keep here a Piece of a Rope, about the Length 
of one’s Hand, which they pretend is a Piece of 
the Rope with which fudas hang’d himifelf. 
| There are great Number of things faftned to 
the Cieling and Walls. ‘They made us take no- 
tice of the Pidture of a Man, who (as they in- 
form’d us) receivd a Wound with a Lance, 
which piere’'d the whole Subftance of his Brain, 
and yet recover'd. The Ark of Noah, by Baffan, 
is moft efteem’d among the Pictures, and ’tis re- 
ally a very good Piece. ‘They fay the laft Great - 
Duke of Tufcany would have givén a hundred 
thoufand Crowns for it. But the People thae 
fhow thefe Cabinets, have accuftom’d them=- _ 
felvesto fay fuch things ; and ’tis one of cheir 
ufual Ways of boafting of thé Rarities they 
thew. Befides the Medals which I mention’d 
before, and whofe Number is extream great, 
there is above a large Mule’s Load, that lie hud- 
died together ina Cheft; from whence We may . 
fafely conclude, that there is not one of ’em va~ 
Juable for its Scarcity. When we parted from 
hence they brought us to the Library, which 
we found in very bad Order, and our Guide 
could give us no Information of it. From che 
Library we paffed into a Gallery, where there 
is a great number of Statues, Buits, and other 
Pieces of Antiquity ; and we faw afterwards 
feverai Chambers hung round with very good 
Pictures. * AP

SIR, 

JAA Small League from Infpruck, we enter'd 
again into the Mountains, and for feven 
Hours together did nothing but afcend ; this 
was the moft troublefome Day’s Journey we 
have yet met with. A Place feem’d to us to be 
among the Clouds, which a little while after 
we faw below us. At length we arrivd very 
late at a little Village, but were not yet come 
to the Top of the Mountain. It is called Gru/s, - 
_ that is, the Szlutation ; and it was fo named be- 
caufe Charles V, and Ferdinand his Brother met 
in that Place. As Charles return’d from his Coro- 
nation at Rome, Ferdinand fet out from Infpruck, 
purpofely to. meet him, and they both met there. 
The Story is defcrib'd and reprefented on 2 
Piece of Marble (or Brafs, with fome Ba/ffo Re- 
lievo’s) carele{sly enough fixd upon a Column, 
near the High way. “Twas fo cold. when 
F went by it, thac I did not think fit to 
ftop there ; therefore you fee I give you but a 
very imperfeé Defcription of this Monument :

We had for Supper divers Sorts of Wild-Fow] 
and Venifon : Almoft all the Hares here, as well — 
as the Foxes and Bears, are white; the Par- 
tridges are likewife fo for the moft part. There 
are a great many Heath-Hens, Pheafants, and 
another large Fowl, which they call Schenhahzn, 
or Cock of the Snow. All thefe Sorts of Wild- 
Fowl] have their Feet velvetted about the Claws, 
with a Kind of Furr, which cannot be call’d 
either Hair or Feathers, but is fo thick as the 
Snow cannot pierce it. 
~ The Mountain is call’d Brennerberg, which fig- 
mifies an enflam’d Hill; and the Reafon is, that 
befides the Thunders which are frequent in 
Summer, fometimes it fends forth piercing and 
ourning Winds, which force themfelves into the 
Valleys or Paflages of the neighbouring Moun- 
tains, as into Pipes or Canals ; and thefe various 
Torrents of the Air fhock one another fo impe- 
tuoufly, that they produce roaring and furious 
Hurricanes, which tear up both Rocks and Trees 
by the Roots ; 


Cui nive tinta coma eS glacie riget afpera Barba, 
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_ fays a Poet of that Country : they fay, that 
Travellers are fometimes conftrained to wait 
many Days till thefe Storms are over. As for 
us, we left our difmal Lodging the next Day, 
and about two Hours after came to the highéft 
acceflible Part of the Mountain. There we faw 
a large Spring which falls upon a Rock, and 
ftraightway ieparates it felf into two Currents, 
which in a little time after become two pretty 
large Rivers. The one turns to the South, and 
difgorges it {elf into the Inn, near Infpruck. The 
other runs northward, and after it has paffed 
by Brixen and Bolfane, falls into the Adige, a lit- 
tle above Trent. We dined the fame Day at 
Stertzingen, alittle Town, where they gave us. 
bad Oyfters of Venice, and fome Fleth of a cer- 
tain Beaft call’d Steinbokt, which is fomewhat 
like a Wild-Goat and a Doe, and is moft deli- 
cate Food. At this Town we left the dire& 
Way to Trent, becaufe it is dangerous, by rea- 
fon of the Precipices, and took that of Bri- 
xem, which is not fo rough, and more fre- 
quented. 

This Day we met more than a hundred Wag- 
gons coming from the Fair of Bolfane, and they. 
were almoft all drawn by Oxen. I obferved, 
that the cloven Feet of thefe Beafts were fhod 
with two Pieces of Iron. The Peafants of thefe 
Mountains have litle Carts with two Wheels, 
whioh they draw themfeives, and which they 
make ufe of to fetch Sale from Hall, which is 
a little City in che Valley of Infpruck. ‘There 
are ‘brackifh Springs there , the Water whereof’ 
being boiled, turns to Salt. 

The Habits of che Mountaineers are very 
odd : Some of them have green, others yellow — 
and blue Hats; and in fome Places ir is difficule 
to difcern the Men from the Women. But as

Church. ’Tis an old Piece of Painting faften’d 
to the Wall in a dark Place ; but the Oddnefs 
of the Defign made me take particular notice 
of it. God the Father appears above, in Heaven, 
furrounded with Angels and Cherubins. Be- 
neath him is the Holy Ghoft, in formof a Dove, 
and feems to prefide over what is done below. 
Fefus Chrift makes the Blood ftream out of his 
Side ; which falls into a large Bafon. The Vir- 
gin preffes her Breaft, and makes her Milk 
gufh out, which falls into the fame Veffel. 
The Mixture of thefe Sacred Liquors runs over, 
and falls intoa fecond Bafon ; and from thence 
thro’ feveral other places into a’ Lake of Fire, 
where the Souls in Purgatory ftrive to catch 
it, and are refre(h’d and comforted by it, The 
following Verfes are written in a corner of the 
Pidure. .

You muft not be furpriz’d to find the Vir- 
gin’s Milk join’d, and equally refpected witk 
the Blood of our Saviour, fince her Devoto’s 
{Cruple not to fay, that more are fav’d by the 
‘Name of Mary, than by the Name of Fe/us. 

From Brixen to Bol/ane , which are but feven 
Hours diftant, the Way lies almoft wholly be- 
tween the River and the Mountains. Here the 
Rocks are fo high, that they pterce the Clouds 
‘and when the Snow melts, or a fudden Thaw 
comes, it occafions {uch a tumbling of the Rocks 
as makes the Way very dangerous. -A Traveller 
is pent up there asin a Streight, and in feveral 
Places has not Room enough to go either’ for- 
ward or backward, without Danger, which 
threatens him equally either Way. The Acci- 
dents which happen, and the Coaches which 
are averturn’d fo often in thefe uneven Ways, 
have occafion’d the building of thefe little Ora- 
tories which we met with f, frequently on the 
Road. There they paint the Story of their Mis- 
fortunes ¢ And in the Pi@ure yon may fee eve- 
ry one invoking that Saint, or-that Noftredames 
in which they place moft Confidence : For fach 


a one has a profound Veneration for our nape 
hy N © 
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of fach a Place,who would not beftow one Wax- 
Candle upon all the reft. When any one is 


grievoufly wounded, or kill’d, there is nothing 


* for either He or She-Saint ; but they who have

the good Fortune to efcape, ere& thefe little ~ 
Monuments I mention’d, after the fame man- 
ner that fome Churches are fill’d with Prefents, 
which are ufually call’d Vows. Thofe who are 


-inany kind of Danger, implore either their 


Saint or their Relick, or their miraculous Image. 
If they are deliver’d they call their Prefervation 
a Miracle, and accomplifh their Vows. So,there 
have been already more than a Cart-load of 
Heads, Arms, and other Members of Silver, 
offer'd to our new Lady of Newburg : and there 
are feveral other large Churches hung round 
with the like Monuments. They every Day 
bring new ones, and the old, put in an other 
ufe, give Place to them; for you may be fure 
there is nothing loft. 

When we entred into the Valley of Bolf/ane, 
we were aftonifh’d to find the Air fweet and 
temperate. The Vineyards were all green, as 
well as the Willows, Rofes, Mulberries, and 
many other Trees and Shrubs. A true Spring 
in the Middle of Winter, and in the Mid- 
die of Snows. This proceeds from its being 
fhelter’d from ill Winds, and, may be, fome 
other Circumftance in the Difpofition of the 
Ground. . 

Bolfane is in the Bifhoprick of Trent. That very, 
little City, has hardly any thing remarkable in 
it, for what I know, but its Fairs. There are 
four every Year, and each lafts fifteen Days ; 
during which the Commodities of Germany and 
Italy are exchanged. We obferved in the Roof 


“of the Nave or Body of the great Church, a

round Hole about three Foot in Diameter ; en- 
compafs'd -with a kind of Garland tied with 
Ribbons of feveral Colours, at which hang a 
great Number of large Wafers. They told us, 
that on Afcenfion-Day, there is a kind of Opera 

- reprefented in this Church, and that a. Man who 
reprefents. Fe/us Chriff , is lifced up to Heaven 
thro’ this Hole. 

All-the Valley of Bolfane is full of Vineyards, 
and the Wines much efteem’d by the People 
of the Country ; but we Frenchmen are not 
much pleafed with it, becanfe of its {weetith 
Tafte. It is but a good Day’s Journey from 
Bolfane to Trent, *thro’ the Valley which is very 
fruitful and.pleafant. From Place to Place, near 
the Vines are little:Huts ‘of Straw, which are 
fupported by three high Firr-Poles, placed like 
a Trevet ; \theyhide themfelves with a Carbine, 
in one of thefe little Huts, and killthe Bears 
which come down from the Mountain to de- 
vour the Grapes.

Concern about that pretended Danger. Trent is 
encompafs’d with a fingle Wall, and the Adige 
runs by the Side of it. They boaft of the Bridge 
which is built over this River, tho’ there is no- 
thing extraordinary about it. They magnify 
alfo the Bifhop’s Palace, as a great and {plendid 
Edifice ; and I remember I had heard the fame 
Things faid of it before: But thefe Reports had 
given us a falfe Notion of that Houfe, which is 
low, and of a very indifferent Size. The Bi- 
fhop is a Temporal and Spiritual Lord in his 
Diocefs, which is of a large Extent. This Prince- 
was formerly very rich ; but cannot be faid to 
be fo now. By vertue of an Agreement be- 
twixt him and the Venetians, thofe whom he con- 
demns to the Gallies, are fent aboard their Vef- 
fels; and on the contrary he is permitted to 
export a certain Quantity of Oil out of their 
Country, without paying Cuftom. Some place 
Trent in Italy, others make it Part of Tirol: But 
the latter are miftaken, if we may believe an- 
cient Geographers and the People of the Coun- 
try ; for they fay Trent is in Italy ; tho’ the Bi 
fhop is a Prince of the Empiré ; and the com- 
mon Language of Trent is the Italian. . 
They fhew’d us in a Chappel of the’ Cathe- 
dral, the Crucifix, Sub quo jurata G promulgate 
fuit Synodus: Itis as big as the Life, and, they 
fay, it bowed its Head, to teftifie the Appro- 
bation which it gave to the Decrees of that 
conys Affembly. They add, That no Mam ever cou’d 
Yer Es 1, difcover what it is made of; fo thatmany doubt, 
Church fome Whether it was made with Hands. They are 
Relicks of St. ; » aif 
Vv rd Bifbop of Trent, who lufer'd very much, having been accus'd of — 
Herefiv, for [aying, he really believ'd there were Antipodes, , : 
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going to take it from the dark Place in which 

we faw it, and to fet it in a magnificent Chap- 

pel, which will fhortly be finifh’d ; where they 

expect it will do more Miracles than ever : It is 

call'd, by way of Eminency, The Holy Crucifix. 

From thence we went to St. Mary Major, which, 
notwithftanding its Title, is but a little Church. 

°Tis built of a Kind of bafe Marble, and it was 

in this Place where the Council fate. The Or- 

gans of this Church are extraordinarily large. 

They played to us many Ayres, and counter- 

feited the Cries of a great many Animals: They 

imitated the Beating of a Drum, and fhow’d us 

feveral other Tricks, which were very un{uic- 

able to the Nature of the Place, and the Gra- 

vity of the Council which is reprefented in a 

large Picture hard by. Afterwards they carried 

us to the Church of St. Peter, to fee the litcle 

Saint Simonin in his Chappel. ‘They fay that in

E paffed thro’ the little City of Rovere- 

do, where they drive a pretty Trade in 
Silk. . Bourguetto is not far off, which is the leatt 
Village of the Bifhoprick of Trent, and Offenigo 
the firft of the State of Venice: A little wooden 
Crofs is the Boundary of thefe two Sovereign- 
ties. A little on this fide Roweredo, we travell'd 
thro’ a Country full of loofe Rocks, featter’d 
here and there, as if an Earthquake had thus 
fow’d them from the Ruines of fome Mountain: 
This is call'd the Wood of Roveredo, tho’ there is 
not fo much as the Branch of a Tree in it. The 
Paffage is fometimes dangerous, by reafon of 
Thieves, as well as the Foreft of Vergnara, which 
is between Offenigo, and the Fort of Guardara. 
Our Vetturino advis d us to take fome Guards in 
this laft Paffage ; rather I believe to get fome- 
thing for them, than to defend us againit any 
Danger. After we enter’d into the State of V- 
wice, we find no more of thofe Stoves, of which 
Germany is full ; and we obferv’d a fenfible Alte- 
ration in a great many Things. 


CHIUSA. We were oblig’d to lodge ina little Village 


call'd Seraino, becaufe it was too late to pafs at 
the Clufe. This is a confiderable Fort, the Situ- 
ation of which refembles that of the fame name 
between Geneva and Lyons, on the River Rbofne.

We pafsd 
she Adige in a Ferry-Boat, two large Leagues 
from Seraino and a Quarter of an Hour after, 
we cou’d diftin@tly perceive Verona, where we VERONA, 
arriv’d the fame Day. By what we faw at our 
Entrance into it, we judg’d ic ro be but thinly 
peopled ; there being great void Places on that 
fide, and Grafs growing in the Streets, of which 
the greateft Part are not paved. “Tis true 
the reftof che City isnot like this Part ;\ but put- 
ting allrogether, Verona lookslike a poor Place > 
and indeed there is bur little. Trade in it, and 
thofe who live on their Eftates make no great 
Figure. If there be fome fine Buildings, ‘tis 
certain, that the Houfes in general are very low , 
and uneven. The greateft part have Balconies 
of Wood, fo loaded with little Gardens ful! of 
Pots, that it feems dangerous to walk unc: ‘as 
them.

But the Air feeming to be unhealthful, and the 
Pafturage bad among thefe Salt and Marith 
Wflands ; Martin continu’d his Voyage, and 
mounted the River of Adige dry-fhod, and co- 
ming up to Verora, he made choice of that Place 
for his laft Refidence. After he had liv’d there 
fome Years like an honeft Afs, he died at laft, 
to the great Grief of the Confraternity. So la- 
mentable and univerfal a Braying, made the E- 
choes to refound thro’ the Country, that never 
was fo fad a Melody heard at the Funeral of fuch 
an Animal, not evenin Arcadia itfelf, But they 
quickly found a Way to alleviate their Grief, for 
all the Honours imaginable being render’dto the 
bleft Deceas’d, the Devotees of Verona took care 
to preferve his Relicks, and put them into the 
Belly of an Artificial Afs, made for that purpofe, 
where they are kept to this Day, to the great 
Joy and Edification of Pious Souls. This Holy 
Statue is kept in the Church of Nofre Dame of 
the Organs, and four of the luftieft Monks in 
the Convent, in Pontifical Habits, carry it fo- 
lemnly in Proceflion two or three times every 
ear.

And when’ E was looking upon 
the Saphires, he cited a Paflage of St. Epipha- 
nius, Who believ’d, that God wrote the Deca- 
logue upon a Saphire. The Vertues that are 
afcrib'd to thefe and other Stones, furnifh’d us 
with Matter for a new Converfation.

“After we had look’d upon the rareft Books 
inthe Library, and fome Manufcripts that are 
neatly written and adorn’d with Paintings, but 
not very remarkable for any thing elfe , we re- 
turn'd to the Cabinet, where we fpent above 
an Hour in viewing, both Foffil-Shells, and of 
other Kinds; Urns, Sepulchral Lamps, Keys, 
Rings, Seals, Dials, Arms, Habits, Head-Drefles, 
Accoutrements of the Legs and Feet, dc. that 
were in ufe among feveral Nations, and in feve- 
ral Ages. As for the Medals, Pm perfwaded we 
cou’d not have examin’d em all in a Month: 
For there are Thoufands of all Sorts. 

At laft we began to view the Paintings, and 
to admire at leifure the ftupendious Works of 

,thofe Divine Men, to ufe the Expreffions of 
Mr. N. which he utters out of the abundance 
of his Heart. He falls into Raptures, when he 
begins to extol the incomparable Charms of the 
Pencil of the great Raphael, and the great Titian : 
the Fecundity, Noblenefs, and rich Difpofition - 
of ‘Fulio-Romano, who was Rapbael’s Scholar ; 
the vaft Imagination of Correge : The Graces and 
Softnefs of Guido, the fine Air of his Heads, and, 
the excellent Ordonance of all his Pieces. The 
Correctnefs of Hannibal Carrache’s Defigns, and 
the Beauty of his Colours, &&c.

Audience : To ftyle a Foot-boy’s Meflage an Em- 
baffy: If they pleafe let ’em call their Lacqueys 
Ambaffadors, and all their Houfes Louvres, 1 hear- 
tily confent to it: But tho’ thefe Words found. 
well in the Mouth of an Italian ; as for us, who 
were not bred in Italy, and who {peak a natural 
Language, we mutt not fuffer our Selves to be 
impos’d upon with the falfe Notions of their 
Palaxzi, and their Suntuofifimi, when usd in 
ourown Tongue. The word Palais is not usd 
fo prodigally amongft us, as that of Palazzo is 
among the Italians: It imports much more in 
your Englifh Tongue, as well asin our French, and 
excites another Idea in our Hearers. Ina word, 
they give the Name of Palazzi in Italy to cer- 
tain ordinary Houfes, to which that of Palais 
does not belong; neither in France, nor England. 
And to apply all that to the Superbiffimi Palaces 
of Vicenza , I maintain in general, that they 
may be call’d pretty handfom Houfes, inFrench — 
and Englifh, and no more. Perhaps there are 
Three or Four for which a better Name could ~ 
be granted; but I fee no Reafon why they 
fhou’d be term’d very fine ; fince to pet pro- 
perly, they are but well-mask’d, and not fine 
Houfes: I {peak of thofe that have nothing fine 
but the Frontifpiece, and that too is no more 
than indifferenr, for they are often built but with 
Plaifter, inftead of Free-Stone. I have infifted 
the longer on this, becaufe it is hard to root our 
the inveterate Prejudices with which many Peo- 
ple are poffefs'd, about the Multitude of Palaces 
-in Italy; and I would endeavour always to re- 
prefent Things as they are. a, 
Our Guide finding that we were sts Sg 
mirers of his Palaces, fanfied however, that he

The whole Chappel is lined with Baffo Reliewo’s, 
of white Marble, in which are reprefented the 
principal Miracles of St. Anthony. Almoft the 
whole Work was done by Tullius Lombardus, Hie- 
rvonymo Campagna, and Sanfovin. There are alfo 
Nine and thirty large filver Lamps, which burn 
Night and Day round the Altar. I will not trou- 
ble you with that multitude of Stories, which 
tuate who fhew this Chappel, are wont to relate 
concerning their Saint. Ga 

From this Church we went to that of St. Fu- 
ftina, Which is very large and beautiful, though 
it be far from the Perfection to which they de- 
fign to bring it... "Tis pav’d with fquare Pieces 
of Marble, red, black, and white ; the Roof of 
the great Nave or Body of the Church hath 
feven Domes , which give it both Light and 
Ornament. There are alfo two Domes, on the 
Roof of each Arm of the Crofs. Befides the 
great Altar, which is a ftately Work, there are 
Twenty four others of fine Marble. ‘And where- 
as the Church of St. Anthony is full of Monu- 
ments, they will not fuffer any inthis: There

LETTER XVI. 


SIR, ' 

T wasan extraordinary fatisfaction to me 
J to meet with your Letter in this Place ; for 
befides the Pleafure I had to learn good News.of 
you ; you have done me a fingular kindnefs, in 
propofing Queflions to me, about thofe ‘Things 
concerning which you défire to be moft particu- 
larly inform’d. Affure your felf, Sir, my beft 
endeavours fhall not be, wanting to anfwer your 
Demands exactly: I entreat you to, continue. 
the fame Method hereafter, that I may. be bet- 
ter enabl’d:to fend you fuch Accounts as may 
be acceptable to your felf, and thofe of our 
Friends, to whom you communicate them. 

You defire me to tell you fincerely,, whether 
our prefent Travels be really pleafant to us; or 
at leaft, whether the Pleafure we take in them ' 
be not over-balanced by the Trouble which they 
give us. I am not at all furprifed that you 
fhould entertain {uch Doubt of it ; for tho’ 
we are neither among the Savages of America, 
nor in the Defarts of Arabia, we have fometimes 
the Mortification to meet with fome Difficulties. 


‘The Weather is very rough ; the Way of Travel- 


ling ordinarily unpleafant, and the Days fo fhort, 


that we get lace in at Night, and rife very early : 


We oftentimes meet with hard Lodging , and 
worfe Diet ; and befides, Travellers are certainly 
expofed to many Dangers. Neverthelefs, with a 
good ftock of Health, Money, Chearfulnefs,’ 
and Patience, we have furmounted thefe Difficul- 
; f : a ti ties 
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ties, even almoft without taking notice of them: 
This I fay, wich Time, Men take new Cuftoms, 
and find Remedies to many Evils. We take fome 
Days of reft when we think we want it. The 
variety and perpetual Novelty of Objeats recre- . 
ate the Spirits as well asthe Eyes. A little wea- 
-rinefs fupplies all the defects of a Bed, and Ex- 
ercife fharpens our Appetites : (Offz, & torus her- 
baceus, famis & laboris dulciffima medela funt.) With 
good Furrs we defended our felves againft the 
Cold, in fpite of all the Frofls and Snows of the 
Alps : And-to conclude, without infifting upon 
thofe general Reafons,, which render Travels 
profitable and pleafant, I ican affure you, that 
the tendereft and moft delicate Perfons in our 
Company, have hitherto eafily overcome all 
thofe Obftacles, which might have baulk’d our 
Pleafure. and Satisfaction., Our ftay at Venice 
will perfea@ly recruit us ; and when we {hall pro- 
ceed on our Travels, the Sweetnefs of the Spring 
will infenfibly begin to fucceed the Rigours of 
the Winter. . ; 
Ihave let a whole Month pafs without wri- VENICE. 

ting to you, fince we arrived in this City, that 
Imight have time and opportunity to obferve . 
every thing that is remarkable ; and to reflect ac 
leifure upon what I fee, or hear. I will cell you 
nothing but what I have feen my felf, or of 
which I have had particular Information. You 
are in the right to conclude, that I will nor un- 
dertake to give you a Delcription of Venice ; that 
would be a Work too tedious, and foreign to 
my Defign. Yer, I will not affect to tell you 
only fuch new and fingular Things which were 
never mention’d by any other. Being willing 
to be ignorant of what others have written; 1 


will as an Eye-witnefs, and reprefent co 
you, 2s naturally as 1 can, the principal pare of

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fach Things as I fhall judge worthy of Obfervas - 


tion, without taking any notice of what others 
have faid. You will perceive, that [have chief= 
ly taken care to anfwer all particular Queftions 
you have asked me: If you have forgotten any 
thing, you may acquaint me with it in your next 
Letter. . 

Venice is fo fingular a Place, and fo extraordi- 
nary in all refpeés, that I refolv’d to confider it 
with care: I fill my Memorials with all forts of 
Things ; and I hope I fhall be able to give a fa- 
tisfa@ory Anfwer to moft of your Queftions. But 
I muft advertife you of two Things, before I put 
an end to this little Preface. The firft is, that I 
referve fome particular Obfervations, to be com- 
municated to you in a more proper Lime: The 
other is, that I will not oblige my felf to any 
order in my Remarks, but relate Things as I 
chane’d to meet with them,* as I have already 
intimated to you in another Place. 

We parted from Padua on the Twentieth of 
the laft Month, and came hither betimes thar, 
Evening. There are many good Villages on the 
Way, and a great many Houfes of Pleafure, 
which belong to noble Venetians, and were con- 
triv'd, for the moft-part of ’em, by Palladio. Our 
Augsburg Vetturino brought us to Meftré, which is a 
little Town on the Bank of the Lagunes,five Miles 
from Venice. I have read fomewhere in Mezeray’s 
Hiftory, that the Adriatick-Sea was frozen in the 
Year * 860, and that they went in a Coach from 
the main Land to Venice. As for us, we were ob- 
lig’d to take Gondola’s at Meftré, and were about 
an Hour and an half on the Water. 

ThatI may give you atrue Idea of Venice, 1 
muftin the firft place defcribe thofe Waters in the 
midét of which it is feated. The general Opinion

requires Explication : “Tis certain it is not the 

main Sea, but drown’d Lands, yet, fuch as were 

drown’d before the Building of Venice, that is at 

the leat, thirreen or fourteen hundred Years 

ago.

thofe that are of no greater Burden than two 
hundred Tuns, can go up to Vinice it felf.

would {eem by this Defcription, that there were 


Seventy two tittle Hills, one near the other, and. 
that thefe little Eminencies being all inhabited, 
had at laft form’d the City of Venice, which is 
not at all true. Venice is generally flat, and built 
on Piles in the Water for the moft Part. The 
Water wafhes the Foundations of the Houfes 
which it touches, to the Height of four five 
Feet ; and the Breadth of every Canal is parallel. 
Tis true, they have made the beft ufe of feve- 
ral Spaces of a reafonable bignefs, which 
may , indeed , give occafion to believe, that 
there was formerly fome Land there, but not 
Seventy two Ifles, E 
__ For the Streets , they are very narrow, and 
the moft Part of em feem to have been fill'd 
and rais'd with Mad and Rubbith, efpecially 
along the Canals ; for it is not at all probable, 
that they have a Solid natural Ground. Ifall the 
Divifions which the Canals make, were reckon’d 
for Ifles, we fhould find near Two hundred, in 
ftead of Seventy two. It might be farther ob- 
ferv'd, that the Number of thefe Ifles might’ 
be arbitrarily increas’d, and new ones made in

Thofe who pleafe themfelves with reprefent- 
ing Venice as avery populous City, take great 
care to inculcate, that it has neither Gardens, 
nor void Places, nor Church-yards, and that 
the Streets are very Narrow. But when, on the 
other Hand, they would defcribe the Beauty of 
Venice, they magnifie its Gardens, its Places or 
Squares, and the Breadth and Number of its 
Canals. I read the other Day in.a Venetian Au- 
thor, that he counted in Venice Fifty three Pub- 
lick Places, and Three hundred and _ thirty five 
Gardens. Thus you may fee how varioufly 
things are reprefented. But to {peak the Truth, 
there is a mixture of Truth and Falfhood on 
both Sides. I will not deny, that there may be’ 
Fifty three Spaces, great and fmall, to which 
this Author hath thought fit to give the Name 
of Places ; and the fame, may be faid of his Gar- 
dens. But if we take a particular view of thefe 
Places and Gardens, we muft conclude him to be 
too prodigal of fuch honourable Titles. To 
fpeak properly, there is but ong Place at Venice, 
the famous and magnificent Place of St. Mark. 
But let us allow him the liberty to beftow that 
Name on Five or Six void Spaces more, whic 
are neither large nor beautiful; yet all this 
comes far fhort of Fifty three Places, .

Venice is perhaps the only City of Europe; 
where young Painters may beft Study the Beau- 
ties of Nature. There are two. Academies, 
where there are always Naked Perfons of: both 
Sexes to be defign’d, and which are often on 
the Stage together, in what pofture they pleafe 
to put them. Every body for a fmall matter 
may come in there, and you cannot believe 
with what boldnefs thefe little Creatures will

I fhall anfwer in a few words your Queftion 
concerning the Ebbing and Flowing of the Sea, 
by confirming what you have doubtlefs heard 
from others. The Sea flows fix Hours, and ebbs 
asmuch: Ie is later every Day by Three quar- 
ters of an Hour, or thereabouts, as upon the 
Coafts of the Ocean which you hayefeen ; and 
the Tides rife ufually at Venice Four Foot, or Four 
Foot and an half: fometimes more, and fome- 
times lefs ; and here, as well as in all other Pla- 
ces, it agrees with the Moon, after the ufual 
manner: I fhall take care to impart to you the 
Obfervations [ fhall have occafionto make along. 
the Gulf from Ravenna to Loretto. - ‘ 

The Shore is extreamly pleafant beyond thofe 
long and narrow Ifles, which make Banks on 
the Eaf fide ; and form a kind of Semicircle from 
North to South, round about Venice : this is pro- 
perly the Sea. There you Bad ancients 

. He 
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the Walk is very diverting. ‘They get ftore of 
Oyfters about Venice; but they differ much in 
the Savour of ours. They are even thought to 
be hurtful; and Strangers, efpecially, abftain, 
from eating fo many as in other Places. 

You have Reafon to fay, that Policy and Liberty 
are two Words, which make a great Noife at 
Venice. But it muft be acknowlede’d, that the 
Venetians are not the only Perfons who magnifie 
their Policy. I think ‘tis generally confefs’d, 
that they have refin’d this Study, and have fuc- 
ceeded: that I neither can nor will conteft. .E 
fhall only offer Two Obfervations touching that 
Subje&: The firft is, that when we {peak in ge- 
neral of the Policy of Venice, we run immedi- 
ately to a particular Confideration, which fills 
our Minds with falfe Prejudices. Before we pro- 
ceed to take a nearer and more exact view of 
this boafted Policy, we judge of it by a deceit- 
Ful appearance of a falfe and ill-grounded Expe- 
rience. The State of Venice, fay they, hath 
Maintained it felf for thefe Twelve or Thirteen 
hundred Years. What a wonderful Thing is 

his, add they, and what greater Proof can be 

defired of the excellency of its Government ? 
But by refting here, without further Examina- 
tion, they draw a falfe Confequence from a ve~ 
ry ill-grounded Principle. For this way of 
Reafoning cannot be juft and folid, unlefs the 
State of Venice had always maintain’d it felf un- 
er the fame kind of Government. One might 
then admire the wife and happy Condué of its 
ouncils, which, by the various refults of their 
rudence, had thus preferved the State for fo 
ong a Succeflion of Ages. But to deal plainly, 
‘his ipo the cafe of Venice; for to what pur- 
vofe wou'd it be to diffemble, when the Thing 
is Obyious to the Sight and Knowledge ter ip 
Ord ¢ 
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‘World ; I donot fee what need it has of fuch a 
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World ? The Truth is, that che Government of 
Venice hath often changed its Confticution, with- 
out afirming what fome maintain, that this Res 
publick hath rendered Homage to the Kings of 
Italy. "Tis in vain to deny, that the Doges were 
fora long Time abfolute Sovereigns ; whether 
by Right or Ufurpation it matters not. The 
State of Venice was no more a Republick, when 
its ancient Dukes govern’'d with an. Arbitrary 
Power, than the State of Rome was a. Common- 
wealth under the firft Cefar’s, or during the 
Triumvirate. And therefore we muft_ care- 
fully obferve the Difference between thefe Two 


. Propofitions: The Republick of Venice has main- 


tained it felf for Twelve hundred Years 3 or, Venice 
bas been a State, or the Capital City of a State for 
Twelve hundred Years. The firft of thefe Propo- 
fitions, ina ftrigt fenfe, is really falfe, for the 
Reafons I alledged: and the fecond is true; but 
nothing can be concluded from it. One might 
as well fay, that Rome has been the Capital Ci- 
ty of aState, for above Two thoufand four hun- 
dred Years, but could not from thence conclude, 
that the State of Rome had maintained it felf in 
the fame Conftitution, during all that Time: for 
a Government cannot be faid to maintain it 
felf, when the Form of it is alter’d. : 

My fecond Remark upon this Policy, whic 
makes fo much noife, is, that the Signiory o 
Venice being confin’d within narrow ki i 
comparifon of the great States of the World 
and the main Ambition of this Republick ( 
{peak principally, asit ftands at prefent ) bein 
only to live quietly and peaceably with all th 


extraordinary nimblenefsof Wit, or fuch 
efforts of an exalted Genius, to maintain,it fel 
in quiet. Whenthe Republick of Rome-alpired 
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x the Empire of the Univerfe ; when it endea- 
oured to fill the World with its Colonies, and 
ad already made fo many Kings its Tribura- 
les, and was to find out the Secret, to make it 
sf both feared and loved by the Provinces ic 
ad newly fubdued ; then it was that Policy was 
eeeffarily required. But there is no fuch oc- 
afion for it at Venice. If the little Republick of 
:, Marin fhould come to boaft of its Policy on 
#€ Broglio, do you not think that fuch a Rho- 
omontade wou'd make a diverting Scene ? To 
‘eak Truth without derogating from the Glory 
ad Power that Venice has feveral times acquired ; 
is Certain, that Venice isno more to be compa- 
:d to old Rome, than St. Marin can come in 
ompetition with Venice. ; 
.E might add, for a third Remark, that the 
‘onderful Policy of Venice cou’d not prevent the 
any Declenfions which that Republick has fuf- 
i'd. 
The Republicans talk of nothing but their Li- 
bc 3 yet thefe poor People are Slaves to their 
Tafters, as all other poor People are, under what 
jovernment foever they live: And, in the 
jean Time, they ftuff their Heads with I know 
pt what pretended Notions of Liberty, as if

paft of theirs. I will cell you in two Words,

ce, which by their Notoriety may oblige the 
jovernment to call you to'an Account; andin 
) other refpeéts you may do what you pleafe,

There are two Altars in their Church, 
one which they call the Alear of Preparation, and 
the other of Confecration. On the firft, they cut 
the Bread with a Knife, fafhion’d like the Head 
of a Spear. There, they alfo mix Water with 
the Wine, and the Prieft takes ic with a Sponge 
out of the Veffel in which ic was firft mixed, 
and afterwards fqueezes it out into the Chas 
lice.. They embrace one another before the 
receive the Sacrament: And the Communit 
cants receive the Bread dipt in the ‘Wine, th 
Prieft putting it with a Spoon into their Mouth 
All chis we faw: The Arch-bifhop who. offici: 
ted, had a Mitre fafhion’d like an Imperii

After 

this, I fee no Reafon why the Gentlemen of 

Reme fhould reproach the Calwiniffs with the 

Averfion that fome Lutherans have for them.

‘That they communicate under 
both Kinds: That they give the Sacrament to 
little Children: That they believe the Seque- 
ftration of Souls asthe Greeks do: That they 
give a Bill of Divorce : That they believe there 
will be no Difference of Sexes after the Refur- 
rection. And after all, there are fo many pare 
ticular Opinions among all thefe People, that

Fano is a little City : We found nothing re- 
markable in it but a Triumphal-Arch ; the In- 
fcriptions of which are almoft quite defaced.

The ordinary Citizens Wives and Daughters 
wear a Kind of Toilet on their Heads, with a 
long Fringe which covers their Faces, and drives 
away the Flies like Horfe-trappings, The Body 
of their Gown is red or yellow, lac’d before 
and behind, and on both Sides, and all overlaid 
with Galoon, like a Suit of Livery. The Waft- 
coat fhort,. their Petticoats of the fame Size, and 
the whole of fifty feveral Colours: The great 
Ladies are deck’d and trimm’d up as much as 
they can after the French Mode: But to {peak 
the Truth, their Apifhnefs is more awkward 
and Grotesk, than the others natural Dref- 


fing. All this does neither good nor hart; but

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there is another Cuftom which prevails in this 
Country, efpecially from Ferrara, and as we
